Washington, January S8.—(Special.)}—This 
was a field cay for oratory in the houre. 
lt was a bad day for the chances of the cur- 
rency bill, but it was a sensational dav 
in the cxtreme. Mr. Sibley, of Pernsyli-

vania, led off in a sensational speech, ar- 
raigning and attacking the administration 
and the president for its attitude on the 
financial question. 

Mr. Sibley, though hailing from Penn- 
sylvania, is an extreme free silver man. 
He was hot in the collar today, and he 
showed it in his utterances, particularly 
in his criticisms of the president. In the 
language of the day he ripped the presi- 
dent up the beck, accusing him of being 
simply a combination of brains, belly and 
bress. Of course, this utterance caused a 
great sensation and somewhat weakened 
the entire speech of the Pennsylvania man. 
Sibley, however, told some sclid truths in 
his criticism of the president and his ad- 
ministration. He vigorously opposed the 
passage of the currency bill. So did Tom 
Johnson, of Ohio, a goldbug who followed 
him and who made another sensational 
speech, but on opposite lines. 

The house then went into committee of 
thé whole on “thé @urrenty” DIN, and Mr. 
Sibley, democrat, of Pennsylvania, opened 
the debate with a Sensational] speech in 
opposition to the bill. He spoke of the pas- 
sage of the bill to repeal the purchasing 
clause of the Sherman law and its failure 
to improve the financial and commercial 
conditions,despite the assurances to the con- 
trary of its advocates, and expressed his 
belief that the pending bill would likewise 
prove a failure. 

Referring to the published reports that 
the executive department of the govern- 
ment, in the person of the secretaby of 
the treasury was using its power! to 
influence voters in favor of the bi, Mr. 
Sibley said: 

Popular Rights Trampled On. 

“Mr. Cairman, if I have read the consti- 
tution of the United States correctly, it de- 
fines the power and duties of membership 
of the house; and I teil you that if ever a 
rebuke was needed to one who has trampled 
down the prerogatives of the people, it is 
to that man who has used his influence to 
create in himself the sole governing power 
of the nation. It has come to a time when 
to be the government of this people it re- 
quires something more than a combination 
of brains, belly and brass.” (Sensation and 
applause.) 

Mr. Sibley continued at some length to as- 
Sail the administration for its attitude to- 
Ward and action upon financial measures. 
The repeal of the purchasing clause of the 
Sherman law, he asserted, had been se- 
Cured by the use of improper influences 
by the administration, and that if the 
Padlocks were taken off the mouths of 
the representatives, four out of five would 
confirm his statements. 

‘The question of the length of time he was 
to speak having been raised, Mr. Sibley said 
that every agent of the big gold trust had 
Spoken all he had to say. 

When pressed by Mr. Outhwaite to tell 
Who put a padlock on his (Sibley’s) lips, 
he said: 

“Let me tell the gentleman that I am not 
talking today to men who welieve in going 
fo hell in a handcart instead of to heaven 
Supported by truth. Let me tell him, also, 
that I am not addressing men who believe 
more in 2 bobtail flush than a contrite 
heart.”’

By Governor Brown for His Refusal 
to Surrender Hampton. 
Frankfort, Ky., January %8.—Governor 
Brown has issiied a statement on the re- 
fusal of Judge Buckwalter, of Cincinnati, 
to surrender Hampton, the colored preach- 
er, held on a petition for requisition, saying 
that after the requisition was issued on Gov- 
ernor McKinley he should have seen it 

executed. 

“The statements of the judge are grossly 
inadequate. His argument is-a quibble. 
He has usurped the prerogatives of the 
governor of his state. He has deliberately 
refused to execute the plain command of 
a law of the United States and subordinated 
it to his own caprice. He has reproached 
Kentucky for a crime of which his own 
great staté ts not guiltless. He has ac- 
cepted the statement of a fugitive from 
justice that he feared unlawful revenge, 
if remanded; as a sufficient reason for his 
discharge. The statutes in Ohio, in so far 
as they may prescribe methods and condi- 
tions supplementary and inconsistent with 
the United States law on the subject of ex- 
tradition, must be admitted to be void. 
This proposition no one will dispute. No 
lawyer will ciaim that Judge. Buekwalter’s 
decision is sustained by auy precedent in 
the ‘country. If it shall have effect it will 
be fruitful of discerd where harmony and 
good will shoul@ prevail. if followed by the

JUDGES DRAW STRAWS. 


Mabrey Got the Long One and Is 
Chief Justice. 

Tallahassee, bia., January 8.—(Special.)— 
Fiorida has a very drastic statute against 
gambling,but its fundamental law embraces 
a provision which compels its highest tri- 
bunal of justice to engage in a game of 
chance for a big stake. When the supreme 
ecurt met at noon today its first duty was 
to elect a chief justice, which, by a pecu- 
liarity of the Florida constitution, is done 
by lot. Mr. Justice Mabrey drew the long 
straw, and this chance makes him chief jus 
tice of Florida. He has been on the su 
preme bench since 1890. 

B. F. Liddon today entered upon a full 
term of six years on the supreme bench, 
having been elected in October last. Since 
last June he has been serving out, by gub- 
ernatorial appointment, the unexpired term 
of Chief Justice Raney, resigned, and upon 
the day that he took the oath the lot of 
the chief justice also fell to him. The oth- 
er justice, R. F. Taylor, was re-elected in 
1892.

George Mills, uncle of the 
murdered girl, who is under sentence of 
death for her murder, will be a witness 
against Wimberly. This cg@se is one of the 
most horrible on record. A special venire 
was also ordered for the trial of Perry, a 
moonshiner, who murdered Tom Bailey in 

the presence of the latter’s wife.

BOIRS ON FINANCE, 


Some Striking Suggestions on the 
Currency from the West. 


COIN BOTH THE PRECIOUS MRTALS 


If Gold Goes Out of Circulation Re 


gret Would Not Follow It. 


ISSUE GERTIFICATES ON THE COIN 


The Country Wouid Be Immensely Bene- 
fited by Doubling the Volume 
or Stanaard Money: 


Omaha, Neb., January 8.—(Special.)—Jack- 
son day was celebrated here by a banquet 
which was attended by many prominent 
western democrats. The speech of the oc- 
casion was made by ex-Governor Boies, of 
lowa, who addressed himself to the present 
financial condition of the country. In the 
course of his speech, he said: 

Boies’s Speech. 

“That a financial system which requires 
the frequent issue of interest bearing 
bonds payable in gold to replenish the 
treasury will not be long tolerated by the 
American people ought to be apparent to 
every one, and that a failure of united ac- 
tion on the part of democratic members 
in congress to carry out the pledge of the 
party on this subject is scattering the seeds 
of dissolution in its’ ranks ought to be 
equally apparent to every loyal member 
of that party. I firmly believe the party 
which first takes. hold of this matter and 
settles it on a golid basis that practically 
permits the unrestricted use of both gold 
and silver as standard money of the coun- 
try without impairing the parity of the two 
when coined, will receive the approval of a 
large majority of the people. That this 
result is within the reach of the dem- 
ocratic party 1 as readily believe. If now 
lost it will be lost for the present, if not 
forever. This igs my excuse for my effort to 
Suggest the rough outiines of a plan by 
which silver may for aii practical purposes 
be restored to the position so many believe 
it rightfully deserves and that, too, by 
the separate action of our own government 
without impairing its parity with gold. 

“If responsibility in this respect to any 
degree Was on my own shoulders I shouid 
certainly try to.do something. 

“First, because I believe the best interests 
of a large majority of the American people 
require it, and, 

“Becond, it seems to me that a fair in- 
terpretation of the financial plank in the 
last national platform of my party prom- 
ises it. 

-Gotn Both Metals. 

“I would have congress provide that all 
gold and silver coin of the denomination 
of $1, coined at the old ratio, be made.a le- 
gal tender under a limited amount, The 
limit should be placed high enough to cover 
the ordinary transactions of cOMmon peo- 
pie. To that extent let silver and gold 
stand on their merits without legisiation. 
The effect would be to drive gold coin out 
of circulation, but this would not cause re- 
gret. Witn the exception of the legal ten- 
der limit it would piace no restriction on 
their issue. Whenever the volume reached 
a limit beyond which it could be used, its 
further coinage would cease, because of a 
want of demand for it. Up to that limit 
it would continue, because less bullion 
would be required to make it than its 
equivalent in larger silver coins of the 
country. This being done, a ratio could be 
estabiished by congress at figures which, in 
the judgment of men friendly to both could 
be maintained, : 

“Personally I believe that more siiver 
should be placed in the silver dollar and less 
goid in the gold doliar. This adjustment 
need not be made now. The free use oO 
silver is bound to enhance its commercial 
value considerably.’’ 

Open the Mints. 

Mr. Boies went on to say that he would 
ther. have congress provide for the free 
minting of gola and silver in coins of $8, 
$10 and $20, and let the government issue 
coin certificates on these when the metal is 
deposited, redeemable within a _ specified 
number of years or at the option of the 
ecvernment. These, too, are to be legal 
tender, except in cases of contracts made 
before the law goes into effect. A consid- 
erable offset to the claim that this ‘might 
work hardship to the creditor class is 
found in the fact that in recent years, dur- 
ing which most of the indebtednesg of the 
country has been contracted, gold, as com- 
pared with other products, has appreciated 
to the great advantage of that class. The 
country would be immensely benefited by 
doubling the volume of standard money, 
filling the financial arteries with something 
more than “promises to pay.’’ All silver 
owned by the government should at once be 
used as a basis for an issue of certificates 
and these should at once be exchanged for 
paper obligations, existing now. Sufficient 
silver should be purchased to retire all 
these outstanding obligations. Behind the 
guarantee of the government to maintain 
the ratio would be the gold and silver held 
as a pledge. Even if the government had 
to make good the depreciation in one of 
tue metals it would be better than the 
present practice of issuing paper currency 
redeemable in gold, behind which there is 
nothing but the naked promise. 

A Groundless Fear, 

“The fear of our attracting the silver 
from the world is groundless. Our mines 
furnish a large per cent of the total output. 
It would require cur surplus product for 
many years to supply the place of govern- 
ment obligations redeemable in gold. With 
imports from this country suspended, the 
rest of the world would need all that could 
be supplied from other mines. Congress 
could absolutely prohibit silver Dy an im. 
port duty, should this conclusion prove in- 
ecrrect. A like export duty could be laid 
on gold.” 

Concluding, Mr. Boies says, in his judg- 
ment, this is the one issue upon which the 
democracy can hope to carry the country. 
The tariff issue is satisfactorily settled for 
the pzvesent. It is doubtful if the republi- 
cans will entrust themselves to extreme 
protectionism again. ‘“‘They have already in 
the minds of a majority of our people suc- 
cessfully charged to the account of the 
democratic party @ money panic, the tong 
shadows cf which covered our land before 
it was known that such a party wonld 
come into power. With the eid of a subsi 
dized class, stimulated by personal greed, 
and fed frem bounty unjustly wrung from 
all our people, they have engendered and 
interisified a business depsession unfil the 
masses of a great nation are ready to smite 
the party that would shelter them.”

Jchnstown, Pa., Januafy 8.—The Demo-

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GIFTS TO COLUMBIA COLLEGE. 


The Vanderbilt Brothers Give $350,- 
000—Other Subscriptions. 

New York, January 8.—Tnree important 
announcements were made at the regular 
monthly meeting of the board of trustees 
of Columbia college yesterday. Chairman 
W. C. Schermerhorn, who presided, first 
announced a subscription of $350,000 from 
the Messrs. Cornelius Vanderbilt, William 
K. Vanderbilt, Frederick W. Vanderbilt 
and George W. Vanderbilt for the erection 
of two additional buildings to the Vander- 
bilt clinic. 

He supplemented this announcement with 
a second to the effect that Mrs. W. K. 
Sloane, who was a Vanderbilt, and her 
husband had subscribed $100,000 for the 
erection of an addition to the Sloane ma- 
ternity hospital. 

The third announcement wads that two 
gentlemen had. guaranteed the necessary 
$500,000 for the erection of two new build- 
ings of Columbia college on Riverside 
heights, The names of the two gentlemen 
were withheld. The gift of Cornelius Van- 
derbilt, with his three brothers, is given in 
memory of their father, William H. Van- 
derbilt, who built the present Vanderbilt 
clinic, 

Mr. Cornelius Vanderbilt and his brothers 
will’also defray the cost of equipping toth 
buiidings thoroughly and efficiently. Mr. 
and Mrs, Sloane will completely equip the 
new addition to the maternity hospital and 
Mrs. Sloane has guaranteed during her 
life to meet all expenses exceeding the yres- 
ent endowment. Work on the new buildings 
will be commenced as soon as the weather 
will permit, and will be pushed as rapidly 
as possible. 


Returns of National Banks. 

Washington, January 8.—The returns of 
the condition of the twenty-seven national 
banks in the state of Alabama, as compiled 
by Comptroller Eckles, up to December 
19th, the last call, show the average re- 
serve held to have been 37.75 per cent; loans 
and discounts, $5,498,000; lawful money re 
serve, $997,418, of which $396,700 was in gold, 
and individual deposits, $6,588,000. 

The state of Georgia, exclusive of Savan- 
nah, has also twenty-seven national 
banks, and they held 33.54 per cent of re- 
serve; had $5,950,000 in loans and discounts; 
$749,129 in lawful money reserve, #f which 
$245,800 was in gold, and had $4,813,000 in 
individual deposits.

ON THE AGGRESSIVE | 


Tennessee Republicans Prepare to Force 
a Joint Session. 


THEY HAVE SOME DEMOCRATIC VOTES 


With These They May Prevent Tur- 
ney’s Plan Being Carried Out. 


A MESSAGE FROM THE GOVERNOR 


He Recommends a Revision of the Elec- 
tion Laws to Throw Greater Safe- 
guards Around the Ballot Box.

Nashville, Tenn., January 8.—(Special.)— 
The lack of developments in the political 
situation today was sensational in M@self. 
All the haste ccnepicuous in the organiza- 
tion of the general assembly was known to 
be due to a desire to get to work on the 
gubernatorial matter. lt was expected that 
on completion of organization the contest 
for governor would come up in some shape, 
but nothing was done today and while the 
republicens have heretofore been on the de- 
fensive, they have taken courage from the 
failure of the democrats to act promptly and 
now propose to spring the issue themselves. 

At a conference of alf the republican m2m- 
bers with some of their democratic sup- 
porters tonight, it was decided to introduce 
in each house tcmorrow morning resolutions 
providing for a joint session of the two 
houses of the legislature to canvass the 
vote for governor. The proposed date is yet 
to be fixed. The decision is significant, as 
the republicans thave been claiming all 
along that they had more than enough dem- 
ocratic votes opposed to going behind the 
returns to prevent such a course. 

A conference cf democrats was held to- 
night and another effort was made to reach 
an agreement on a bill providing for a con-

Ready for Business. 

The Tennessee legislature is now ready 
for business. The senate was organized 
yesterday and the house completed its or- 
ganization today by the election of the 
democratic caucus nominees given yester- 
day. The republicans failed to name c@n- 
didates and the officers were elected by 
acclamation, except in the case of chief 
clerk, where a roll call was necessary. 
Under a resolution the speakers of each 
house named a joint committee, com- 
posed of senators Stovalf and Berty ‘and 
Representatives Jones, Jarvis and Cate; 
to notify the governor that the general as- 
sembly was organized and ready for bus- 
iness. 

Governor Turney at once responded with 
@ message, which was read in each house. 
The proceedings in the senate were lacking 
of interest. 

A Clotare Rule. 

The only feature in the house after organ- 
ization was the adoption of a report of 
the committee on rules. A very important 
point was the provision by which cloture 
may be had in debate. The rule is con- 
cerning the previous question, which re- 
quires a two-thirds vote to be sustained. 
The new provision is that when the demand 
for the previous question has been made 
and rejected it shall be in order on the de- 
mand of five members for the committee 
on rules to meet and report for adoption, 
a rule or order fixing the timie when de- 
bate shall be closed. 

The Law Is Defective. 

The impending contest over the governor- 
ship based on charges of violations of the 
election laws, makes of particular interest 
the recommendations made by Governor 
Turney in his message sent to the legisla- 
ture today. He says: “Our election laws 
need your attention. That flagrant frauds 
have been practiced and the laws deliberate- 
ly violated and disregarded in many Io- 
calities in the state, is without question. 
If we propose to preserve the state govern- 
ment it can be done only by obedience to 
law. That the law is not favored by one or 
many individuals is no excuse for its viola- 
tion. ‘The individual has no election but to 
obey. His right to vote depends upon his 
observance of’ the law, and if he votes in 
violation of it he is guilty of a criminal of- 
fense, and should be punished: The sworn 
officers holding elections who violate the 
statutes are guilty of perjury and should be 
punished for the crime. 

The Penal Law Not Enforced. 

The law for punishing violators is ample 
but is not enforced. Communities that re- 
solves to violate also resolves not to pun- 
ish. These cndcitions can bé met only be 
further restrictions in the manner of cor 
ducting elections. More supervision and 
guarding are needed at the polls. Several o/ 
the states have adopted such a policy. it 
will be well to provide more safeguards at 
the polls, such as requiring the judges to 
endorse the ballot with their names or in- 
itials and with the number of the ballot, 
and at the same time to have a clerk or 
clerks whose sworn duty it shall be to re- 
cord such number with the name of the 
elector or voter, and also making it the 
duty of the officers of election to carefully 
preserve every ballot for at least twelve 
months after the election. Bach officer of 
election should be required to be present 
when the ballots are counted and filed for 
preservation, and made a sworn certificate 
to the fact that none but ballots legally 
polled are included. 

Return the Tally Sheets. 

Instead of making returns of the general 
results, the sheriff should be required to re- 
turn the full vote of each civil district, to- 
gether with tally sheets and poll books. The 
law should be so amended as to require reg- 
istration of voters only once in two years, 
but providing for registration in the mean- 
time of such as may become of age or miove 
into the counties or civil districts, and 
those who have failed to register for good 
cause should apply to every civil district in 
the state. The certificate of registration to 
be issued with a sufficient number of cou. 
pons, one to be taken off for each election, 
or else to be stamped, showing when and 
at what election or elections used. There 
should be some legislation requiring per- 
sons claiming to be exempt from the pay- 
ment of poll tax by reason of age or in- 
firmity to show by satisfactory evidence 
that they are exempt. In case of infirmity 
the record ef the court or a proper copy 
should be exhibited. In case of age the af- 
fidavit of the party might be réquired

“That night I was coming from my car- 
penter shop, opposite, in the alley, when 
I met Maier coming from the back yard 
of the Contassit house. He was excited 
and shaking, and dropped this skeleton 
key which I have. He said to me: ‘I have 
done another job,’ and ran up the alley. 
The next morning he told me he got enly 
a part of the money. I met him awain 
afterwards and he asked me if I thought 
the little Japanese had any money; and 
after that murder he informed me that 
he had done another job.”

(OUR DEAD SENATOR 


Enlogies Pronounced in Memory of the 


Late Alfred Holt Colquitt, 


GENERAL GORDON IS ELOQUENT 


Throughout Their Lives They Were 
Intimately Associated. 


SENATOR WALSH'S ELOQUEN T TRIBUTE 


A Brave and Kind Heart,a Pure and No- 
ble Spirit, a Man of Faith and 
W orks. 


Washington, January 8.—(Special.)—It was 
a very impressive ceremony in the senate 
this afternoon when eulogies were delivered 
on the late Senator Colquitt. Senator Gor- 
don was the first to speak. He was followed 
by Senators Turpie, Hawley, Hill, Martin, 
Pasco, Walsh and others. 

The ceremonies lasted about two hours, 
and the tributes paid to Georgia's late dis- 
tinguished senator were eloquent and 
worthy. 

Senator Hill made one -reference in his 
speech which has been commented upon. In 
speaking of the fight Senator Colquitt had 
made in Georgia for him in his recent con- 
test between himself and Cleveland, Mr. 
Hill referred to the fact that Senator Col. 
quitt had lost, and that he had endured the 
political ostracism that followed without a 
murmur. In all the addresses this was the 
only reference to any recent sensational 
political event. Of all the speeches Senator 
Hill’s was one of the best, though the trib- 
utes paid by each and every speaker to 
the memory of.Georgia’s late senator were 
eloquent and deserved. 

Senator Gordon’s Speech. 
Senator Gordon, in his speech, said: 
‘That character is strongest and best 

which, subjected te temptations, manfully 
resists and comes through the furnace of 
trial with its fiber still strong and its orig- 
inal purity still preserved in native simplic- 
ity and sweetness. 

‘“Tested by tis standard Alfred Holt Col- 
quitt, of Georgia,, was both strong and 
great. Subjected, during his eventful life, 
to quick and trying vicissitudes of fortune, 
and inheriting aname honored and loved 
in his state and section, he not only pre- 
served his personal integrity and illustrious 
name untarnished, but increased their lus- 
ter by a. blameless life of long, devoted and 
brilliant service to the church and society, 
to his people and country.”’ 

The senator then made a brief reference 
to the illustrious father of Senator Colquitt, 
Walter T. Colquitt, who was one of the 
most brilliant Georgians of his day. 

“These two distinguished men differed 
| widely, in the method and manner of pre- 
senting truth whether from rostrum, hust- 
ings or pulpit. The elder, as public spéaker, 
was fervid, lucid, rapid, impetuous. The 


officers and directors of | 


' younger Colquitt was perhaps less emotion- 
| al but more logical, less passionate, but 

more persuasive. The elder was more the 
| natural orator than his gifted son, with a 

more intense nature and electric style. He 
was greatest when confronting a multitude 
differing from him in opinion. On such 
occasions he was almost matchless. When 
in the whirlwind of political debate, his 
words came in a tempest of invective 
against supposed personal wrongs or in- 
justice to his party and people. The younger 
Colquitt, however, excelled in the more 
orderly and logicai, if not more forceful 
presentation of his arguments and convic- 
tions, in the dignity of his bearing, in pa- 
thos and persuasive power, and in the en- 
during hold upon the hearts and contri 
over the actions of men. 

Did Not Yield to Temptation. 

“Alfred H. Colqutt was surrounded in 
early manhood with all the temptations 
which accompany wealth. His large plan- 
tations yielded him a princely income, 
which enabled him to gratify every taste 
and to indulge in aJmost every luxury, yet 
his life and manners and bearing never 
lost that beautiful simplicity and winning 
modesty which are the most’ striking evi- 
dences of gentle natures and noble breeding. 
His hospitality while almost boundless was 
so cordial and dispensed with such grace 
and absence of ostentation as made re- 
straint and embarrassment impossible and 
gave to his guests the feeling of restful 
ease and the perfect freedom of home life. 
His roof furnished shelter to the suffering; 
his purse gave help to the needy, and when 
the revulsions incident to the civil war 
came upon him, as they came to all his 
people, he shared with them their distresses 
and poverty uncomplainingly and bravely. 

Graduated from one of our leading insti- 
tutions of learning, Princeton, N. J., the 
law became his chosen avocation and he 
was admitted to full fellowship in the pro- 
fession; and although stirred by a laudable 
ambition to win fortune ‘and fame at the 
bar, buoyant with life and hope and prom- — 
ise; yet. when the call for volunteers came, 
he laid ambition on patriotism’s altar and 
followed the flag of his country in the war 
with Mexico. 

“With equal ardor, with the same spirit 
of self-sacrificing, with a Christian's faith 
and patriot’s consecration, he left family 
and the repose of his ideal southern home 
to exchange the restful, peaceful, delightful 
pursuits of plantation life for the turmoil 
and suffering, the blood and carnage of 
civil war. He was regimental, brigade and 
division commander. As a soldier he was 
faithful, conscientious, chivalrous and 
brave and he crowned his honorable ca- 
reer in the field with signal victory at 
Olustee, which will be forever assocated 
with his name and memory. 

Strong in His Political Faith. 

“In politics he was a democrat, and he 
held to his political beliefs with a tenacity 
almost as strong as that which he clung to 
his religious faith. While he was wise, cau- 
tious, able and even adroit in management 
of his political campaign, none who knew 
him ever doubted the depths of his convic- 
tions nor the elevation of iis aim, nor the 
truthfulness of his professions, nor the sin- 
cerity of his love for his people and country. 
Elected to congress before he was thirty 
years of age, he refused a nomination for a 
second term. After the war, with the laurels 


' of Olustee on his brow an4 the lamenta- 


tions of his people over buried hopes and 
lost fortunes filling the lands, he turned a 
deaf ear to the allurements of political of- 
fice, and while freely and wisely counseling 
his party and contributing largely to its 
successes, preferred for himself the less con- 
spicuous, but perhaps more patriotic, role 
of laborer in the upbuilding of the religious, 
social, moral and material interests of his 
section. Whether as a constant and earnest 
laborer in the church; or as a champion on 
a thousand platforms througout the untor 
of the cause of temperance; or as the presi- — 
dent of the internationa! Sunday school con- 
vention, representing %8.000,000 of teachers 
and pupils of the whole of English speaking 
Christendom and embracing the power and 
piety, the genius and eloquence of the 
Christian church from nearly every quarter 
| of the world: or as the chosen head of the 
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all of these elevated planes of labor, his 
time and talent, his name, wide influence 
and eloquence, were freely, heroically and 
grandly given for the good of his people 
and for the cause of humanity. 

“Finally yielding to the logic of surround- 
ing conditions, he accepted the nomination 
and was chosen the governor of Georgia. 
Few men in any state have ever been called 
Ro meet and conquer greater trials in the 
executive chair. None perhaps have ever 
emerged from a more critical and stormy 
administration to meet the almost universal 
and enthusiastic approval of the people, and 
to be transferred by their votes to the sen- 


ate as a complete and triumphant vindica- | 


tion. 
Impressed His Associates. 

“With health impaired and disease mak- 
ing inroads upon his vital powers and con- 
stitution, he nevertheless impressed his 
princely personality upon this august body 
and in its debates, notably in the discussion 
of the great question of tariff re- 
form his insight into the 
very marrow of the subject, his wide 
research, hig clear and vigorous logit, and 
his unfeigned solicitude for the masses of 
the American people, will be read and re- 
garded in the future as constituting one 
of the most lucid and valuable expositions 
of the problem, contained in the records 
of congress. 

“But Senator Colquitt’s life as a man, a 
Christian and a citizen; the noble and lofty 
attributes of character with which heaven 
endowed him; his contempt for shams and 
pretense and affectation; the directness ard 
plain honesty of his purpose; his fixedness 
and inflexible resolution when defending 
the right; his native modesty, his simplici- 
ty of manner; his sweetness of temper and 
unvarying courtesy; his ability to consort 
with ease and dignity and grace with the 
intellectual princes of earth and yet to con- 
descend to men of low estate and exert a 
wide and paternal influence in their up- 
building—these, perhaps, will be cherished 
by those who knew him best and loved rim 
most, as less glittering but more glorious 
than even his brilliant achievements as 
general, governor or senator.

~ “Y should feel that my analysis of this 
phase of his life were indeed incomplete 
if I should fail to illustrate it by reference 
to his relation to the colored race. Accus- 
tomed during a great portion of his life to 
command and control large bodies of slaves, 
always with kindness and justice, his care 
for them and his interest in their welfare 
Was unabated when, through their freedom, 
his own fortunes were shattered. On the 
plantation, in the church and the school- 
house his voice, his counsels and example, 
were those of a friend, encouraging that 
lowly race to a higher life, and to more 
earnest efforts in preparation for the exalt- 
ed duties of citizenship; and if his ascend- 
ing spirit were cognizant of the benedic- 
tions which followed its flight, it thrilled 
with an additional joy at the tributes paid 
to his memory by the tears and lamenta- 
tiens of former slaves. 

“It is no exaggeration to say of him, Mr. 
President, that few men with a career s0 
long and brilliant, have lived a life so pure 
and blameless and left a legacy so rich 
and inspiring to the young men of the coun- 
try. He died ag he had lived, beloved by 
his people and accepted of God. 

“In the bosom of his native state we iaid 
him, and on his chosen hillside, where the 
music of the Ocmulgee’s waters and 
the weird songs of the pines will chant 
above him their everlasting anthem of 
praise and benediction.” 

Senator Walsh’s Remarks... 

Mr. Walsh said of Mr. Colquitt: 

“I knew him well, and I respected him for 
his many excellent qualities of head and 
heart. He was a man of gracious and no- 
ble presence. He had a brave and kind 
heart and a pure and noble spirit. He was 
@ man of strong religious convictions. He 
Gid not believe tha¢ things happen just so 
in this world. He believed that all things 
here are governed and divinely ordained. 
He believed that even in this life, as a man 
planted should he reap. He was a man of 
faith and works, and he believed that faith 
and works are essential to eternal salva- 
tion; so did he believe that even in this life 
success is best attained by faith and good 
works and by devotion to principle. 

“The Hon. Alfred Holt Colquitt followed 
in the footsteps of his illustrious father. 
He filled every office in the gift of his peo- 
ple with fidelity and ability. He was a 
statesman, a soldier and a patriot, dis- 
charging every trust imposed upon him by 
his state and country. Like his father, he 
was possessed of fervent piety and pro- 


fessed and good religion. He was fiiled 
with genuine charity, and exemplified in 
word and act that great right of religious 
freedom which is tne birthright of every 
American citizen. In him was found an 
ardent defender of the principles of civil 
and religious liberty upon which the sen- 
ators build the most just and the most per- 


fect government ever devised by human | 


wisdom. In his young manhood he served 
his country in the Mexican war and filled 
one term in the representative branch of 
congress.

TRIBUTES TO COLQUITT. 
Resolutions of Sorrow in the Senate 
Over His Death. 
Washington, January 8.—A resolution was 
offered by Mr. Morgan, and agreed to, call- 
ing on the president for copies of documents 
relating to the enforcement of the regula- 
tions respecting fur seals and to the claims 
of the British government on account of 
the seizures of sealing vessels in Behring 

sea: 

The conference report on the military acad- 
emy appropriation bill was presented and 
agreed to. 

Mr. Lodge’s resolution as to the with- 
drawal of vessels of war from the Hawail- 
an islands was laid before the senate. 

Senator Palmer took’ the floor to oppose 
the resolution, and his speech bristled 
with. sharp and pointed sayings. Thus, 
after arguing tha; it was absurd for the 
senate to demand reasons for the presi- 
dent’s action, unless it had the right to 
compel an answer, he declared that organ- 
ized curiosity was often simply organized 
impertinence, and he asserted that the pres- 
ident was maintaining the most rigorous 
policy of non-intervention in the affairs of 
the Hawalian islands. As to the existing 
government in those islands, he said that 
it was an infinite impudence to character- 
ize it as a republic.. It was an aristocracy 
based on wealth. 

Just as Senator Aldrich took the floor to 
criticise the president’s recent utterances 
on the interview furnished to the Southern 
Associated Press the morning hour ex- 
pired and the resolution lost its place of 
precedence and was again remitted to the 
calendar. 

Resolutions were offered by Mr. Pugh 
expressing the senate’s profound sorrow at 
the death, last session, of Senator Colquitt, 
of Georgia, and suspending the business of 
the senate to pay a tribute of regard to 
his high character and distinguished pub- 
lic service. 

Eulogies were pronounced by Senators 
Gordon, Turpie, Hill, Pasco, Mills and 
Walsh. 

The resolutions were adopted, and, as a 
further mark of respect to Mr. Colquitt’s 
memory, the senate, at 3:40 o’clock, ad- 
journed until tomorrow. 


BOUNTIES ARE UNCONSTITUTIONAL, 


This Is the Decision of Judge Mc- 
Comas at Washington. 


Washington, January 8.—The court of ap- 
peals of the District of Columbia, through 
Justice Shepard, today delivered an opinion 
affirming the decision of Judge McComas in 
the district circuit court, refusing to grant 
the application of the Miles Plantihg and 
Manufacturing Company. of Louisiana for a 
mandamus to compel the sécretary of the 
treasury and commissioner of internal reve- 
nue to make an examination of sugar pro- 
duced by the company, preliminary to the 
payment of the sugar bounty for 1894, which 
Secretary Carlise refused to pay on the 
ground that the new tariff law repealed the 
bounty provision of the McKinley act. The 
case is an important one, involving the 
constitutionality of bounties and of the new 
tarw#ft law. The most interesting feature 
of the court’s cpinion is its practical decla- 
ration that the granting of bounties is un- 
constitutional. 

“The power of congress to pay bounties 
to makers or producers in order to encour- 
age the manufacture of: the production of 
any article has never been passed upon by 
the courts, but the principle which under- 
ies the question and upon which its solu- 
tion depends has, in the opinion of the 
court, been time amd again asserted and 
applied in the court of last resort in such 
cases, particularly in the celebrated opiniog 
of Justice Miller, holding that the govern- 
ment cannot take property from citizens to 
bestow it on favored individuals. Quota- 
tions from a number of opinions in support 
of this doctrine are given by the court. 

“The power to give the bounty to pro 
ducers of sugar must, as we have seen, be 
referred to, and determined by, the general 
grant of the first clause of section § of arti- 
cle 1 of the constitution. 

“The court thinks it would be a causeless 
consumption of time to enter upon a de- 
cision of the interpretation of the language 
contained in this clause, nor is it netessary 
to do so. Still it says the question remains: 
Js the grant of a bounty to producers of 
sugar a constitutional exercise of the pow- 
er of taxation as so understood? 

‘The court thinks that authorities cited 
establish beyord question that the power 
of taxation, in all free governments like 
ours, is limited to pubtic objects and pur- 
poses governmental in their nature. No 
amount of incidental public good or benefit 
will render valid taxation or the appropria- 
tion of revenue to be derived therefrom, 
for a private purpose, * * * 

“If it may be for ‘the general welfare 
of the United States’ to encourage the pro- 
duction of sugar by the grant of a bounty, 
it is hard to conceive why the producers of 
corn, wheat, cotton, wool, coal, iron, silver 
ore, etc., might not be paid a bounty also. 

“If congress,”’ continues the court, “be 
considered the power of grant subsidies 
from the public revenues to all objects it 
may deem to be for the general welfare, 
then it follows that: this discretion, ‘like 
the idea that this @em government of ‘dele- 
gated, limited and enumerated powers,’ 
render superfluous all the special delega- 
tions of power contained in the constitution 
and open way for the flood of socialistic

The 
fact that much has often been paid out 
under acts of doubtful or questionable va- 
lidily, can have<no great weight under a 
system where the question by reason of 
difficulties alluded to in the opinion, is so 
hard to be raised in an effective manner.

Serions Matter. 
ALL OF EUROPE IS RETALIATING 


£xtracts from Major Black’s Speech en the 
Carlisie Ourrency ‘Bill—Young Ladies

Washington, January 8.—(Special.)—This 
matter of all Europe boycotting American 
products because of our discriminating duty 
against German sugar is becoming very Se- 
rious, It will interfere with every branch 
of American trade which is pushed in for- 
eign countries, particularly with our ship- 
ments of live stock and dressed beef. 

¥rance is strongly aiding Germany. Right 
now a shipment of 800 head of cattle to 
Bordeaux, France, is quarantined in New 
York because the French consul refuses to 
certify to their immunity from “Texas 
fever’’ or some other disease. It is simply 
a protest on the part of France to our ac- 
tion toward Germany. 

The senate has been and is being urged to 
take action upon this sugar duty, but the 
trust seems to wield so much power over 
that body that it will not act. The leaders 
have announced that the tariff will not be 
touched again at this session. This meang 
that the sugar trust will continue to reap 
a harvest of profits while the American 
cattle raisers must suffer in order to allow 
the sugar barons to grow rich.

Major Black’s Speech. 

In his very able speech in the house sev- 
eral days ago on the Carlisle currency bill 
Major Black, of the Augusta district, a 
member of the banking and currency com- 
mittee, was plied with many questions as 
he argued for state bank currency. 

He handled himself admirably. In an- 
swer to a question from Mr. Powers, of 
Vermont, if a national currency which was 
good in a time of war was not good in a 
time of peace he said: 

| have not said that it 
was not good. This plan does not propose 
to abolish it or make it less good. It does 
not make the national banks one less. The 
idea is, since we have this system, by this 
plan there may be more and in localities 
where more currency is needed. There is 
nothing here that proposes to abolish the 
national bank system; but, Mr. Chairman, 
I say this: If I believed that as a financial 
matter the establishment of state banks 
was unwise, I am so thoroughly convinced, 
notwithstanding the Veazie bank case, in 
8 Waliace, that this is a question for the 
states to gettie, that I would vote to repeal 
this tax and insist upon it on every proper 
occasion. (Applause.) I, therefore, for the 
purposes of this argument, may decline to 
enter upon a discussion as to the wisdom 
of a state bank system. 

“There are a great many things that we 
might all agree were very impolitic and un- 
wise and yet, upon which we could not lay 
our restraining hand. Who are you? Who 
are you—even the representatives of the 
people of the whole country? Who are you, 
even in that high capacity, to say that the 
people of these states have not the intelli- 
gence and the conservatism and the hon- 
esty, or whatever else you please, to de- 
termine this question for themselves? 
(Loud applause.) If I may be pardoned for 
the statement, I will say that I live in a 
city that has never repudiated one of its 
obligations, from a bond authenticated by 
its seal to a fugitive confederate shinplas- 
ter; and if any gentleman may find one of 
these in the country and take it to the 
counter of its treasury he can have it re- 
deemed in lawful money. Let the ple of 
the states govern themselves in this matter, 
as they not only have the right to do, but 
as they did in practice until the war came 
upon us and set us adrift for the time be. 
ing from all—no, not all, but many of these 
constitutional moorings.”’ 

In closing he said: 

He Is an Optimist. 

“And, Mr. Chairman, I may say that amid 
all the discouragements that surround us— 
amid all the difficulties that lie in our path, 
admitted by the highest officials, felt deep- 
ly by the people of the country, resting 
upon every conscientious representative who 
has a proper sense of his responsibilities, 
amid all these discouragements I yet take 
hope for the country. I recajll that there 
have been other periods of distress—dis- 
tress brought about by war,distress brought 
about by inwise financial legislation, but 
distress out of which the country has come 
stronger and prouder and more glorious 
than it was before. 

“Let us hope that such may be the issue 
out of this trouble and that, by an all-mer. 
eiful, all-wise Providence, this republic may 
be guided on the highway of the nations, to 
lead the people to higher civiligation, to 
greater love of liberty, on and on, mingling 
the blessings of free government with the 
blessings of the gospel of peace, until ail 
the world shall be free and men everywhere 
in the exercise of the right—not conferred 
by Magna Charta, not secured by the bill 
of rights, but conferred by the Creator who 
rade them—shalil stand up as free men, 
knowing no master but that Creator and 
the laws of their country.” (Prolonged ap- 

lause.)

“A pilot is to be considered merely as an 
adviser to the commanding officer, and his 
presence on board a naval vessel shall not 
release the commanding officer of such ves- 
sel, or any of his subordinates, from full 
responsibility for the proper performance of 
duties, or any of them, may be charged 
concerning the navigation of the vessel.’ 


DISCUSSED THE RAILROAD BILL. 


Morrison’s Letter Calling Attention to 
Detects in It. 

Washington, January 8.—The senate com- 
mittee on interstate commerce today con- 
sidered the railroad bill. A letter was re- 
ceived from Commissioner Morrison, of the 
interstate commerce commission, calling at- 
tention to certain defects in the, measure, 
When the bill was discusged in the house 
the statement was made that it provided 
that the railroads could fix their own rates, 
but these rates should not become operative 
until submitted to the commissicn. The 
same discission also led to the conclusion 
that the commission had given: ample safe 
guards and complete supervision of the 
matter. This contention Mr. Morrison dis- 
putes, and says the bill as now framed gives 
the commission supervision only after the 


railroads have agreed upon their rates. He 
desires that an amendment should be added 


that will give the commission that thorough 
control the necessities of the case require. 
The committee ordered a fevorable report 


on the house bill known as the commercial 
traveler’s bill. 


STRAIGHTOUTS KNOCKED OCT. 


Republicans and Populists Agree to 
Divide the Offices Equally. 

Raleigh, N. C., January 8.—(Special.)— 
There was a big surprise tonight among the 
republican straighouts in the legislature. 
They were utterly defeated in the struggle 
for the speakership. Their candidate, Wal- 
ser, was literally knocked out and Lusk 
goes in as speaker and as the choice of the 
republicans who favor fusion’s continuance. 

More than this, a joint caucus of populists 
and republicans, which this afternoon 
seemed an impossibility, is now being held, 
There were two caucuses this afternoon, 
one of populists and one of republicans. 
Committees from these agreed to divide all 
offices equally. There Wag a majority re- 
port to the republican caucus declaring 
that only republicans shovld vote for 
speaker. The minority report that the pop- 
ulists should also vote for him, was, after 
@ very hot debate, adopted. 

There was another surprise late tonight 
at the joint caucus of republicans and pop- 
ulists for Zeb Vance Walser, republican, 
whose defeat was regarded as certain after 
today’s action, was elected speaker of the 
house.

Paris Newspapers Predict Exciting 
Times in the Chamber of Deputies. 
Paris, January 8.—The Paris newspapers 

agree in the prophecy that the session of 

the chamber of deputies of 1895, which be- 
gins today, will be a stormy and eventful 
one. It is expected that M. Brisson will 
be re-elected president of the chamber 
withou; opposition, and that the first bus- 
iness of the sesssion will be the discussion 
of the question of release of M. Gerault 

Richard, who is now confined in prison for 

having insulted President Casimir-Perier. 
M. Richard, who is editor of The Cham- 

bard, a socialist newspaper, was elected 
to the chamber of deputies a few days ago 
to represent the thirteenth district of Paris. 
As the liberty of a deputy canno; be re- 
stricted during the session of the chamber, 
the socialists demand M. Richard’s immedi- 
ate release from prison, and it is be- 
lieved thay the government will be com- 
pelled to liberate him. 


INDEPENDENCE OF COREA. 


The King Finally Declares It in the 
Presence of His Cabinet. 
London, Jaauary 8—The Central News 
corresponden; at Seoul telegraphs that the 
king of Corea yesterday proceeded to the 
ancestral temple and there formally de- 
clared the independence of Corea, He was 
accompanied by members of the cabinet 
and other high functionaries of the gov- 
ernment. The royal party was escorted by 
a body of soldiers, armed and equipped in 
modern style. Ministers Bokuyeiko and 
Jokahan were specially guarded by Japan- 
ese policemen and the streets were kept 

clear by new Corean police. 

The Central News correspondent at Fusan 
reports that the inhabitants of Kow-Yo-Ken 
in southern Corea have seized and beheaded 
three of the principal leaders of the Tong- 
Hak rebels. The Tong-Haks are being pur- 
sued by Corean soldiers, and in conse- 
quence of the death of their leaders, the 
rebels are fleeing in all directions. 


Reconvening of the Reichstag. 

Berlin, January s.,—The session of the reich- 
stag, which was adjourned over the holi- 
days, Was resumed today. President Von 
Levezow made a brief address wishing the 
deputies a happy new near, after which 
the debate on the anti-revolution bill was 
opened by Herr Auer, socialist democrat. 


TWO SUICIDE. 
Dr. J. B. Parker, of Asheville, Takes 
an Overdose of Chioral. 
Greensboro, N. C., January 8.—(Special.)— 
Dr. J. B. Parker, of Asheville, died there 
yesterday afternoon from an overdose of 
chloral, thought to have been taken with 
suicidal intent. He was fifty-five years old 
and a. native of Grand Rapids, Mich. He 
has lived in Asheville for a year or More.

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GADSDEN’S GOOD FORTUNE. 


A Large Cotton Mill Is to Be Erected 
There. 

Gadsden, Ala., January 8.—(Special.)— 
Gadsden gets the $600,000 cotton factory to 
be erected by the Dwight Manufacturing 
Company, of Chicopee, Mass. J. Howard 
Nicholls and son, H. Gardner Nicholls, of 
the above company, have been here for sev- 
eral months, perfecting all arrangements. 
They found here cheap fuel, good native 
help, splendid freight and ample transporta- 
tion facilities, and on the whole a friendli- 


ness to the movement of capital in cotton 
manufactories, which sentiment has been 


crystallized into legislation. 

‘The main building will be 130 feet wide 
by 500 feet long, three stories and a base- 
ment. The cotton warehouse will be in 
fireproof compartments 400 by 160 feet. The 
cloth warehouse will be 150 by feet. 

There will be used in constructing the 
planty 4,000,000 brick and 2,000,000 feet of lum- 
ber. There will be built at once 150 tene- 
ment houses, with four to five rooms each. 
The mills will consume 10,000 bales of cot- 
ton per year, which will be made into three- 
yards-to-the-pound sheeting for export 
trade, goitg principally to Turkey, China 
and Africa. 

The deed to the mill site has already 
been made and the contract for brick has 
been closed with the Howard Pressed Brick 
Company, of Chattanooga. Part of the 
lumber contract has been let ta the Kule 
Lumber Company, of Gadsden, and the rest 
will be closed soon. The plans and specifi- 
cations for the plant have arrived and con- 
tractors are here looking over the ground 
and making their bids, which will be open- 
ed at the Printup house, in Gadsden, on the 
16th of January, when the contracts will be 
awarded to the lowest bidders. Work will 
begin within two weeks thereafter. The 
work will be pushed rapidly and the build- 
ings Will be finished by July 1, 18%. The 
machinery will be set up and ready to op- 
erate by November Ist. 

Plans are drawn for a 50,000-spindle mill. 
Twenty-five thousand spindles will be put 
in operation now, and as soon as it is shown 
that everything here is favorable to the 
manufacture of cotton cloths and when the 
times warrant, the mill will be completed 
to 50,000 spindles. 

Then there is every. reason, ta believe 
that this will sooner or later be doubled 
again, making a 100,000-epindle mill. It is 
intended to build a model manufacturing 
town, with public schools for the benefit 
of the operatives and their families.

Montgomery, Ala., January 8.—(Special.)— 
Mr. Lee McLendon, the division freight 
and passenger agent of the Alabama Mid- 
land, is prominently mentioned here as 
a probable successor to the late Theodore 
Welsh as general freight agent of the 
Louisville and Nashville company. Mr. Me- 
Lendon hag made a magnificent record in 
the position he occupies. Mr. McLendon 
is a young man, has unquestioned judgment 
and capacity as a railroad man, is full of 
energy and enterprise and it is believed 
here that the Louisville and Nashville peo- 
ple have their eyes on him. Mr. McLendon 
denies that there is apy truth in the re- 
port as far as he knows, and says he has 
no disposition whatever to leave the ser- 
vice of the Plant system. He believes the 
Louisville and Nashvaile company will 
make the appointment by promotion.

CUTTING SALARIES. 


Macon Officials Suffer from the City 
—Council’s Slashing. 


IT’S ECONOMY WITH A VENGEANCE 


A Clairvoyant Has to Give Bond or Go to 
Jailin the Absence of Judge Speer. — 
Other Macon Items.. 


--_ 


Macon, Ga., January %8—(Special.)—Dr. 
Paul Castor, alias S. Frank Pp. Moore, who 
claims to be a clairvoyant and astrologer, 
was brought before United States Commig- 
sioner Erwin today by Deputy Marshal 
Dayton, of Savannah, charged with unlaw- 
fully devising a scheme to defraud by 
means of the postoftice. The prisoner had 
a preliminary examination in Savannah be- 
fore M. A. Connolly, United States. com- 
missioner, and it Was necessary to procure 
an order from Judge Speer for his removal 
to Indiana in accordance with the statutes. 
Judge Speer being ott of the district, Com- 
missioner Erwin said he could do nothing 
except take a bond or commit the prisoner 
to jail to await Judge Speer’s arrival. 

The doctor offered to give bail and depos- 
ited with the clerk of the court the sum 
of $1,000 as security. This was accepted. The 
money was paid over and the prisoner was 
released on bond to await the action of the 
district judge. Marion Erwin will represent 
the doctor. The doctor claims to be an 
astrologer and clairvoyant, He has been en- 
gaged in the business for many years. He 
Says that he presumed that the prosecution 
was based on circulars sent through the 
mails advertising his business, and that it 
was the first case of the kind ever brought 
before the courts in the United States. He 
supposed the authorities at Washington in- 
tended to make it a test case. He said he 
had employed Mr. Marion Erwin as his 
counsel and was prepared to show when the 
judge came that there was no case against 
him and that he had not violated the postal 
laws of the United States. He further said 
that he was prepared to show that he had 
the powers he claimed to possess as an 
astrologer, chairvoyant and hypnotist. 

Econom, Sure Enough. 

At the last meeting of the city council a 
business license ordinance for 189% was 
passed which made a considerable increase 
over the licenses of 1894 and there has been 
much complaint over the increase. At the 
meeting of the council tonight, Alderman 
Altmayer moved a reconsideration of the 
council's action and further moved that 
licenses be made the same as last year. 
Alderman Happ offered a substitute that 
the entire matter be referred back to the 
finance committee. The substitute prevailed 
by 6 to 4, a strictly party vote—that is to 
Say that Peavy, Mansfield, Willingham, 
Happ, Johnson and Ryals, the Good Gov- 


ernment Club aldermen, voted for the sub-. 


stitute, and Van, Hurley, Altmayer and 
Hill, anti-Good Government Club aldermen, 
voted against the substitute and the license 
matter was recommitted to the finance com- 
mittee. Communications were read from va- 
rious business men requesting a reduction 
of licenses. A communication was read 
which stated that R. H. Smith expects to 
hold the office of clerk of the board of public 
works and draws a salary for the 
balance of the three-year term. 


Smith was elected clerk on October 26h’ 


last, when John T. Boifeuillet resigned it 
to go to the legislature. By an amendment 
to the city charter, passed at the last ses- 
sion of the legislature, the city clerk, Mr. 
Bridges Smith, was made ex-officio clerk 
of the board of public works. The matter

suit seems imminent. 

A communication was read fro Gabanry 
& Noble, sewer contractors, wfich was a 
general grievance against the city engineer 
and requested his removal. The matter 
was referred to the sewer committee, with 
the privilege of calling in the sewer ad- 
visory committee for consultation. The 
mayor was authorized to sign a contract 
with E. A. Wilson & Co. to erect a fire 
department headquarters on the city hall 
lot. The finance committee reported the 
estimated income of the city for the cur- 
rent year as $225,620, and recommended ap- 
propriations_to this amount. There were 
some reductions in appropriations to the 
different departments, and a reduction ot 
Salaries, There was an average reduction 
of $300 per annum in salaries for the fol- 
lowing officials: Treasurer, clerk, attor- 
ney, recorder, engineer, electrician, chief 
of the fire department, sexton. The chiéf 
of police gets the same salary as last year, 
$1,200. He has now also been made inspector 
of weights and measures at $300 per annum. 
The electrician will also be magazine keep- 
er at $300, making a total salary of $1,200. 
The assesgors are cut from $750 to $500, the 
plumbing inspector is cut $150. The street 
force is reduced to thirty men at 80 cents 
per day. They formerly got $1. Six patrol- 
men and five firemen were cut off. The 
Sanitary inspector and a porter are each 
cut $5 per month. The positions of impound- 
ing officer and dog catcher are combined at 
$480, whereas, the impounding officer alone 
received last year $540. The retail liquor 
license of Jim Birdsong was revoked. 


A Hard Fought Case. 


Tom Allen’s counsel are making a strong 
fight to save his neck from the gallows. 
He was sentenced to be hanged January 
lith for the myrder of Charles Carr. The 
hearing on the motion for a new trial was 
concluded before Judge. Griggs last night. 
The state has been represented by Solicitor 
General Felton and John R. Cooper. Colo- 
nel Joseph Preston and Blount & Grace 
defend the prisoner before the jury. On 
the motion for a new trial DuPont Guerry 
also appeared for the defense. In the argu- 
inent for a new trtal one of the main points 
made by the defendant’s counsel was that 
at the time of the killing the defendant 
was too drunk to know what he was doing, 
and, while drunkenness is no excuse for 
crime, they argued that Carr continued to 
sell the defendant whisky .after the de- 
fendant was already drunk, and in so doing 
Carr practically brought his own death on 
himself. The counsel further argued that 
the jury was biased against the defendant. 
The case will be appealed to the supreme 
court. Therefore, Allen won't hang on 
January llth. In the trial of the case 
before the jury Mr. Cooper, for the prosecu- 
tion, made an argument which has been 
Pronounced one of the ablest and most 
eloquent ever delivered in a criminal case

hanged. With such a remarkable record 
there are many who believe that Colonel 
Preston will be successful in saving Allen 
“ron: the gallows. Colonel Preston formerly 
resized in Jasper county, but removed to 
Macon several years azo, where he has a 
much wider fleld for the display of his 
talent. 

A New Depot. 

It is rumored that the Southern Tailway 
will remove the passenger depot of the 
East Tennessee, Virginia and Georgia rail- 
road from its present location on Ocmulgee 
Street, between Fifth and Sixth streets, 
and erect a larger and handsomer depot 
on Ocmulgee street, between Fourth and 
Third streets, or between Third and Second 
Streets. The new depot will be quite an im- 
provement on the old one, and be more 
convenient in every respect. The depot will 
be open at both ends, so trains can run 
through. The changed location will no 
doubt increase the local passenger patron- 
age of the road, and make the Southern 
more popular with the Macon traveling 
public. The present depot is not in a 
very attractive locality of the city. The 
reported building of the new depot is the 
latest rumor in railroad circles in Macon.

ALL THE JURORS SECURED. 


Evidence Will Be Heard Today in the 
Hinkle Case. 

Americus, Ga., January 8,—(Speci:l.)--The 
second day of the Hinkle trial opened with 
a large crowd in attendance, though the 
interest in this case is manifestly not as 
great as that shown in the trial of Dr. 
J. B. Hinkle. This is doubtless aue to 
the fact that the details of the tragedy 
are well known and that the testimony 
will be practically the same as before. 

During the session yesterday three jurors 
were secured, and these from the first 
panel called. When the court convened at 
9 o’clock today the work of making up the 
jury was resumed. Shortly after the noon 
recess the “twelve good and true men had 
been selected.

JR. YOUNG RECEIVER 


He Takes Charge of Two of Savannah's 
Street Railway Companies, 


THEY ARE VERY. DEEPLY INVOLVED 


Their Floating Debt Helps Sink Them. 
Judge Howard Palmer Obtained the 
Appointment of the Receiver. 


Savannah, Ga., January 8.—(Special.)—Mr. 
John R. Young took possession today of 
the properties of the Electric and Savan- 
nah street railways as receiver, he having 
been served with a copy of the order 
granted by Judge Emory Speer in Macon 
last Friday night. 

The petition for a receiver was presented 
by Judge Howard Palmer, of Atlanta, te 
Judge Emory Speer in Macon last Friday 
night. Tne Ccnstitution was the first pa- 
per to announce the appointment, nothing 
being known of it in Savannah or Macon 
until Suhday’s Constitution arrived. The 
papers in the case were not filed in the 
United States court until late last night at 
Savannah. 

a a. Pevear, of Lynn, Mass., is the 
complainant in the bill, and the suit is 
brought against the Savannah Street Rail- 
way Company, formerly the Savannah 
Street and Rural Resort Company, and the 
Electric Railway Company, of Savannah. 

After reciting the organization of these 
companies, the complainant recites that he 
purchased $10,000 of the bonds of the Savan- 
nah Street and Rural Resort Company, in 
1892, with unpaid coupons attached. It is 
alleged that the stock of both these com. 
panies was increased, but was never paid 
up at a fair valuation. The floating debt 
of the Savannah street railway past due 
and unpaid is $40,000. 

The Electric Railway Company is said 
to have issued mortgage coupon bonds: 
and issued them chiefly to the stock- 
holders. One mortgage is said to be $250,000 
and the past due floating debt $50,000. The 
Sworn valuation of the property of the 
Savannah Street Railway Company was 
Placed in 1893 at $124,295, and of the Electric 
at $66,300, which latter valuation was re- 
fused by the comptroller general and 
placed at $100,000. 

It is charged that when the Savannah 
street railway was merged into the Electric 
by @ manipulation of $600,000 of new stock, 
that was issued, the latter kept control 
of the entire property. The Electric agreed 
to pay $10,000 of the floating indebtedness 
of the Savannah street railway, and paid 
$5,000 cash and the balance in notes. Taxes 
on the properties for 189% have not been 
paid and the reorganization plan of the 
Electric Street Railway Company is de- 
clared to be unjust and inequitable. The 
bonded indebtedness of the Savannah 
Street Railway Company is $21,000 per mile, 
that of the Electric $41,000 per mile, while 
it is urged that the new scheme would 
increase that of the former to $35,000 per 
mile and decrease that of the Electric to 

Both roads are declared to be hopelessly 
insolvent, and it is said were so at the 
time of the consolidation. It is charged 
that most of the stockholders, and especial- 
ly those of the Electric railway, are in- 
terested in lands and property lying along 
the line of the roads, from the profits of 
which they are compensated for losses 
from the insolvency of the roads. The 
petitioner is not in it in this respect. 

Aj complfte accounting is asked for. 
Receiver Young is in charge, and has 
called in all passes. All of the old officials 
are retained for the present, and the fares 
will remain the same, 1 and 2 cents. The 
date of the hearing is set for January 
16th, in Augusta.

There was a small sized riot among the 
boys at the Bethesda orphanage, nine miles 
from the city, last night. About fifty boys, 
in the senior class, refused to study during 
the study hour and defied the teacher, Mr. 
Lowry. They made some demonstrations 
out on the grounds and he whipped one or 
two of them into submission. They got 
behind a building and began to strike at 
him with sticks, but desisted on the ap- 
pearance of Principal Chaplin. They left 
the grounds and went into the woods, but 
most of them returned in the night. Out of 
thirteen who came into the city, seven re- 
turned today and took their whipping. The 
others are expected to return in a day or 
two and they will be similarly disciplined.

Seyen or Eight Supposed to Have 
Escaped—Pursued by Dogs. 
Valdosta, Ga., January 8.—(Special.)—This 
morning a telegram was received here by 
Mr. Noah Skipper from Mr. Frank Fender, 
at Lenox, sating that a woodsman had been 
killed by the convicts there, and urging 
him to get bloodhounds and go to the scene 
at once. Mr. Skipper telegraphed for Lowe’s 
dogs at Mineola and the party of search- 
ers went to the scene just before noon. 
Nothing has been heard from them and no 
details have been received as to the 
killing or the number of convicts who es- 
caped. About twenty-five convicts were 
worked by Fender and they were grouped 
in bunches of seven or eight.

The dary Secured and Some Witnesses 
Examined the First Day. 


STRONG COUNSEL ON BOTH SIDES 


One of the City Police Describes the Trag- 
dies, and Tells How He Was Shot in 
the Leg by the Terror. 


Augusta, Ga., January 8.—(Special.)—The 
murder trial of Jabez Wiggins, the South 
Carolina negro desperado who killed Mr. 
John Davis and Detective Joe Murray and 
wounded Policemen Wrenn and Stringer 
on December 23d, was commenced today. 
The entire morning session was taken up 
in selecting a jury. One hundred and 
twenty talesmen were summoned before 
the jury was made up. Wiggins is repre- 
sented by Messrs. M. P. Foster and Joseph 
Lamar, who were appointed by the court.

WY:gins is now being tried for the 
murder of John Davis, whom he shot in 
trying to escape from Policeman Wrenn, 
who pursued Wiggins after he had shot 
Murray and Stringer. A shot which the 
negro fired at the officer struck Mr. Davis 
and killed him. Wiggins plead not guilty, 
and his lawyers are making a strong fight 
to save his neck. The hearing of evidence 
commenced at 4 o’clock this afternoon, 
and four witnesses were examined before 
court adjourned, 

Policeman Wrenn was the first witness. 
He said he, with Officers Murray and 
Stringer, went to ‘Margaret Jackson's house 
to arrest Wiggins, who had murdered a 
negro over in South Carolina the night 
before, They found ;Wiggins locked up 
in an outhouse, and when they broke in 
Wiggins shot and killed Murray and 
wounded Stringer, Then he started run- 
ning, and while being pursued the negro 
shot the witness in the leg, and then 
killed Mr. Davis, The case is attracting 
considerable attention, and will last several 
days.

WITH THE RAILROADS 


Mr. Baldwin Says the Headquarters of the 
Southern Will Stay in Knoxville. 


A BIG STOREROOM FOR ATLANTA 


The East aud West Railroad—Other News 
and Gossip of the Railroads at 
Home and Abroad. 


The rumor which has been freely circu- 
lated in Atlanta for several days to the 
effect that the headquarters of the west- 
ern system of the Southern railway would 
be brought from Knoxville to this city 
is not fully verified by an interview with 
Mr. W. H. Baldwin, third vice president, 
who was seen by a Constitution corre- 
spondent yesterday in Birmingham. 

Mr. Baldwin says it ig true that the 
Southern intends to build a great store- 
room here for the distribution of supplies 
to the various branches of the western sys- 
tem, but he denies the report that the 
headquarters of the system will be moved 
away from Knoxville. From this fact the 
rumor given in yesterday’s paper origi- 


nated. 
He declares that such a proposition has 


not been discussed by the officials of the 


Southern. 
The following dispatch from Birmingham 
gives a full interview with Mr. Baldwin 


about the matter: 

“Birmingham, Ala., January 8.—(Special.) 
Third Vice President W. H. Baldwin, of 
the Southern, in company with other offi- 
cials, spent the day in and around the city 
inspecting the properties of his line. He 
says everything is in excellent shape and 
that the facilities here are splendid. In 
regard to a rumor that the general head- 
quarters of the western system would be 
moved from Knoxville to Atlanta, Vice 
President W. H. Baldwin made the follow- 
ing statement last night to a Constitution 
correspondent: ‘You may say that the head- 
quarters of the western system of the 
Southern will not be moved from Knoxville. 
That matter has not been discussed, and 
the headquarters will remain at Knoxville, 
It is a fact that the Southern will make 
additions to the shops in Atlanta and that 
a large storeroom will be built for the 
purpose of distributing supplies. A con- 
ference will be held between the officials 
of the Southern and the Atlanta exposition 
people Thursday, when a final decision as 
to the number ef tracks that will be nec- 
essary for the exposition will be arrived 
as.*” 

The East and West’s Plans. 

A dispatch states that President Caldwell, 
of the Kiyton Land Company, has returned 
from New York, where he closed a deal 
for the sale of the Highland Avenue and 
Belt railroad, of Birmingham, and the East 
Birmingham railroad, suburban lines, to 
the Columbian s«quipment Company, of 
New York, for $350,000. The company will 
secure the East and West railroad, extend 
it from Pell City to Birmingham, thirty 
miles, and use the property purchased here 
for terminals. 

lt is said the Seaboard Air-Line will then 
enter Birmingham over the East and West 
road. 

It is stated on good authority that the 
Seaboard people will take up the old char- 
tered line of the East and West and build 
from Elberton or Athens to Cartersville 
to tap the line there for a southwestern 
outlet. 

Two Ships Every Week. 

The Pennsylvania railroad recently made 
a new traffic arrangement with the Mer- 
chants and Miners’ ‘ransportation Compa- 
ny, of Baltimore, by which freight from the 
north is carried over to Baltimore by the 
Pennsyivania and there delivered to the 
Mrchants and Miners’ Transportation Com- 
pany’s ships. 

This lett the Ocean Steamship Company 
out, for it has long had traffic arrange- 
ments with the Pennsylvania, under which 
freight for the south was carried by the Sa- 
vannah line from Philadelphia. 

The Central people went north and made 
an arrangement with the Philadelphia and 
Reading railway and now handle that large 
System's southern business. Under this 
new agreement of the Central its ships, 
which have been using. the piers of thu 
Pennsylvania road at Philadelphia, have 
changed to the Reading’s piers. For two or 
three ycars pas+ the Central has run only 
one ship between Savannah and Philade!i- 
phia, except in the busy season. To 
meet the competition of the Merchants 
and Miners’ Transportation Company, which 
has two ships per week from Baltimore to 
Savannah, the Ocean Steamship Company, 
owned by the Central, puts om another ves- 
sel from Philadelphia to Savannah. 

Thus the Savannah fas; freight line, as 
it is Known in transportation circles, has 
two sailing days each week from Philadel- 
phia—Wednesdays and Saturdays. This 


line has been strongly endorsed by the Trade 


League, of Philadelphia.

FLORIDA’S PHOSPHATES ., 7 


Europe Has Stored Up a Large Supply, 
of Fertilizers. 

Fernandina, Fla., January 8.—(Special.)— 
The phosphate shipments through this port 
for the year 18M, as compiled at the custom 
house today, aggregated 135,509 tons, an 
excess of nearly 9,000 tons over those of 
1893. Since the discovery of Florida phos- 
phate was made in the latter part of 1889 
Fernandina has shipped 448,987 tons, all of 
which has been hauled here from the mines 
by the Florida Central and Peninsular 
railway, which company has erected here 
at tide water an immense elevator and 
long lines of wharves. This elevator has 
a storage capacity of 9,000 tons. For the 
year of 1895 the shipments of phosphate 
from here will hardly exceed 125,000 tons, 
for the European buyers have taken ad- 
vantage for the last two years of the very 
low conditions of the market and low 
freights and have succeeded in storing in 
Europe the enormous amount of 900,000 tons 
of Florida phosphate. Now that it is impos- 
sible for the price to further decline, they 
intend to dispose of what they have on 
hand, which will have a tendency to im- 
prove the condition of the market, but 
cause a slight decrease in the amount of 
phosphate rock shipped from the state.

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The Sham Caucus, 

The impotency of the democratic house 
of representatives was never more clear- 
ly shown than in the deliberations and 
conclusions of the make-believe caucus, 
which was held Monday night. 

Political.boobyism never made a more 
sickening display of its characteristics, - 
Indifference to the welfare of the peo- 
ple and to the future success of demo- 
cratic principles was never more clearly 

demonstrated. 

Heretofore—that is to say, until the 
present booby congress began to make 
& new and an amazing political recoid-— 
it has been supposed that, when the 
leaders and representatives of 1 party 
call a caucus, they have reached the con- 
clusion that the moment has arrived for 
united action. There is neither reason 
nor excuse for a party caucus unless it 
means that the party lines aro to be 
drawn, that party discipline is to assert 
itself, and that the will of the inajority 
is to rule. A caucus means that, or it 
means nothing. The democrats in con- 
gress have decided that it means noth- 
ing. : 

What is the shameful story that comes 
from Washington? About two-thirds 

of the democratic conzressmen respond- 
ed to the caucus call. One-third thought 
-—or pretended to think—<hat somethiiig 
must be done to provide relief for the 
people. One-third refused to agree to 
any plan at all. The remaining third 
refused toe recognize the caucus in any 
shape or form, and kept away from it 
altogether. Under the circumstances, 
their absence was quite as justifiable as 
their presence would have feen—per- 
haps more so. They did not go into the 
futile gathering and show their hands. 
They did not sit around and jower and 
gabble and inform the republicans what 
they proposed to do. 

A more audacious and reckless display 
of boobyism has perhaps never beep 
seen in this country. The absence of 
leadership and the lack of patriotism 
have never been more conclusively dem- 
vusirated. It needed only tuis display 
of impotency to show the degradation 
into which democratic policies and prin- 
ciples have fallen since the party put 
forth its pledges at Chicago in 1892. 

There is no longer any unity »f pur- 
pose among those whom ihe pevle 
selected to carry out the pledges of the 
platform, Since the purchasiug power 
of federal patronage was employed io 
bring about the repudiation of the 
financial pledge, the party in congress 
has continued to disintegrate, uatil now 
it seems to have fallen to pieces abso- 
lutely. The men who stand true to the 
platform: form only a fragmentary and 
feeble portion of the mass that is rvn- 
ning hither and thither hunting for pat- 
ropage and seeking for an opportunity 
to advance the interests of the inoney 
power, provided the money power will 
return the compliment, Every elemeut 
of leadership has been flattened out by 
the coarse hoofs that galloped roushsho 
over congress when the unconditional 
repeal of the purchasing clause o7 the 

Sherman act was an issue. 

This has been made so clear by the 
result of the recent so-called caucus 
that it is hardly worth while to dwell 
on it. Previous to the present congress 
the democratic party never held a cau- 
cus that was not regarded as binding 
on the actions of those who participated 
in the conference. The man who felt 
that his own opinions and desires were 
more important than the caucus decis- 
jon was denounced as a bolter, and 
thereafter he had no standing in the 
party either at home or in Washington. 

The party caucus is the essence of party 
discipline, and it is the only method by 
which harmony and unity can be main- 
tained in a parliamentary party. 

The democratic caucus, however, was 
a mockery and a sham. It accomplished 
nothing whatever, and we have no doubt 
that those who were instrumental in 
bringing it about knew perfectly well 
what the result would be. It was sim- 
ply a shameful exhibition of party weak- 
ness and disintegration in congress. 

And yet there is nothing astonishing 
in all this. Congressmen who were elect- 
ed to carry out a certain definite and

the Chicago platform have openly and 
boldly betrayed the party and the peo- 
ple: Instead of carrying out the demo- 
cratic policy and redeeming the plat- 
form pledges, they have endorsed and 
adopted a republican scheme of financial 
legislation, and have brought the busi- 
ness interests of the people to the very 
verge of ruin. 

‘It is no excuse for these traitors to 
say that they were urged to the course 
they pursued by a democratig president 
and a democratic administration. It 
was sufficient for them to know that 
such a course was contrary to the 
pledges of the platform and the imter- 
ests of the people—contrary to honesty 
of purpose and contrary to common 
sense. 

There has never been any reason for 
a caucus since democratic congressmen 
were willing to succumb to the pur- 
chasing power of federal patronage; but 
the disgraceful failure of the effort to 
get demoérats together last Monday 
night must come in the nature of a 
shock to those who have been loping 
that democratic cdngressmen ‘vould 
finally come to their senses. 

The shame and the pity of it is that 
the people will hold the party at large 
responsible for the failure of the con- 
gressional boobies and traitors to carry 
out the democratic pledges; whereas, 
the truih is that the genuine democrats 
of the country are no more responsi- 
ble for the betrayal of the party by con- 
gressmen than they are for the changes 
of the moon. 

We are not disposed to criticise’ any 
democrat for his failure to approve any 
of the haphazard and foolish measures 
of financial relief that have recently 
been introduced. But we think it is a 
shame and a disgrace that the demo- 
cratic members of congress cannot ake 
up their minds, if they have any, to 
unite on the pledge of the platform and 


thus save the party from the ruin that 


threatens it. 


Wages and Prices. 

R. G. Dun & Co., in their weekly trade 
review for last week make this state- 
ment, which ought to be ag interesting 
to those who have been arguing in fa- 
vor of the single gold standard as it is 
to those who are in favor of the free 
coinage of silver: 


Prices of commodities are at the lowest 
level ever known. Eight years ago in July 
prices averaged only 73.69 per cent of the 
prices for the same’ articles, and in the 
same markets January 1, 1860, and this re- 
mained the lowest point ever touched until 
August, 1893, when the average fell to 72.76, 
but early this year prices dropped below 
all previous records and have never recov- 
ered, the average December 26th being only 
68.73 per cent of the prices in 1360. The 
range was very little higher at the end of 
the year, and about as low October 26th. 
The fall since a year ago has been 51% per 
cent, but very unequal in different branches. 
In iron and steel products 14 per cent, in 
wool 13.4 per cent, in woolens and cottons 
about 15 per cent. These changes contrast 
sharply with the decline of wages paid per 
hour’s work, which, as was shown last 
week, averages only 1.2 per cent jess than a 
year ago. 


Let it be understood that this state- 
ment does not refer to the price of 
cotton or wheat alone, but to the price 
of all commodities, Why have all com- 
modities fallen in price? There is but 
one explanation—that which The Con- 
stitution gave two years ago when it 
predicted the decline that has taken 
place, and that which it now gives— 
namely, that gold having been made 
the only fundamental money of the 
country, has-more than doubled in value, 
the doubling process being infallibly 
registered in the decline of the price of 
all commodities. 

The purchasing power of the products 
of human labor has been reduced one- 
half by reason of the increase in the 
value of gold and in the value of the 
paper money that represents gold. This 
is what the money sharks and the Wall 
street usurers call a “sound currency” 
and an “honest dollar.” A currency is 
“sound” and a dollar is “honest,” in 
their view, only when it robs the people 
of half their profits, doubles the value 
of all debts and doubles the purchasing 
power of the money the gold sharks 
own. 

‘The Dun circular, it will be observed, 
says that labor is the only commodity 
that has only slightly responded to the 
general shrinkage. This is because la- 
bor is very much alive and can fight 
for itself—because it has men and 
brains behind it—because it is backed 
up by the power of organization. 

But these things will avail nothing in 
the end. Labor may fight and organize 
against reductions of wages, but, under 
the gold standard, reductions are bound 
to come. Wages will have to adjust 
themselves to prices, and prices to the 
volume of fundamental money in the 
country. This is inevitable. 


A Great Man’s Failings, 

A Wilmington subscriber writes to us 
protesting against our recent statement 
that Robert Louis Stevenson, some 
months ago, ordered $2,000 worth of 
wines and liquors from San Francisco, 
and he also objects to our statement 
that the novelist poisoned himself with 
nicotine, drugs and fiery liquors. 

Our correspondent does not think that 
such things should be made public. “You 
do not know,” he writes, “whether there 
is a word of truth in the report.” 

Our Wilmington friend is doubtless a 
bright, clever fellow, but he does not 
know the difference between biography 
and blatherskiting. If all the biograph- 
ical sketches of great men were written 
to suit his views they would simply be 
gushing puffs of so many alleged saints. 
They would be of no value to students 
of human nature, and they would not 
be truthful. In writing about a really 
great man like Mr. Stevenson his per- 
sonal habits are matters of interest, and 
we have to know them in order to know 
the man. The statements about his 
large order for liquor and his consump- 
tion of cigarettes have appeared in print 
many times, months ago, and neither 
Mr. Stevenson nor his friends ever de- 
nied them. They are, therefore, sup- 
posed to be true.

well to an artist. And he would have 
said the same thing to a biographer. He 
knew that he was a great man in spite 
of his faults, and he was willing to 
have his bad points as well as his good 
points portrayed. A biography that 
makes an angel out of Washington is 
not worth half as much as one that 
tells us how he occasionally lost his tem- 
per and swore, and how he won money 
at cards. We need these little items 
just as much as we need a list of his 
virtua; and his great deeds. They 
show us the human side of Washington’s 
character. When we read about great 
writers like Goldsmith, Burns, Coleridge 
and Poe we want to know how they 
lived, and what their habits were, and 
their biographers have written with a 
freedom that must be very shocking to 
our Wilmington correspondent. 

But enough of this. Many of Steven- 
son’s admirers read the sketch referred 
to and: expressed their hearty approval 
because it showed on its face that it 
was written in an appreciative spirit. 


What Atlanta Needs Most. 

We believe that if they were commit- 
ted on the subject, fully nine-tenths of 
cur people would urge the immediate 
building of the proposed Alabama street 
bridge and the extension of the street 
westward to the city limits. 

In his address upon retiring from office 
Mayor Goodwin spoke of the great im- 
portance of this improvement. He said 
that it would place thousands of peo- 
ple in the western section of the city in 
more direct communication with the 
center, and materially shorten the dis- 
tance between those localities. The right 
of way is clear whenever the city is 
ready to take steps to begin the con- 
struction of the bridge. Mayor King in 
his inaugural made a strong plea for 
the bridge. He said that it is. much 
needed, as there is a large section of 
the city between Marietta and White- 
hall streets, in the first and fifth wards, 


which is accessible to the center of the 


city only by the circuitous routes of 
crossing the Magnolia street bridge or 
crossing the grade on . West Mitchell 
street. The residents and property 
owners in the locality referred to are 
entitled to a more direct way of com- 
munication with the business part of 
the city. Mayor King said that the 
bridge could be built for less than $100,- 
000. He recommended that the neces- 
sary consent be obtained from the Cen- 
tral railroad company to bridge over 
its tracks, and tunnel under the old 
Monroe railroad, and that $25,000 be 
raised to make the first payment on the 
bridge, the necessary charter amend- 
ments having been already secured pro 
viding that payments may be made out 
of the income of the city for the years 
1894, 1895, 1896 and 1897, or any one or 
more of those years. 

The two mayors could not have rec- 
ommended a more important, popular 
and necessary improvement. The cost of 
the bridge will be hardly felt, if paid in 
the proposed installments, and it will 
increase the value of real estate in the 
western part of the city and build it 
up to such an extent that the addition- 
al taxes thus brought into the treasury 
will soon settle the bill. 

We regard this improvement as second 
in importance only to the exposition 
itself, ‘and this comparison suggests 
the necessity of Mmilding the bridge 
and extending the street before we hold 
our big fair. Not a week should be 
lost. The required $25,000 for the first 
payment should be raised in some way, 
and steps should be taken to have the 
entire work completed by the first of 
September. The western section of the 
city only needs this improvement to be- 
come thickly populated and built up. The 
benefits derived from the new avenue 
to the center of the ciiy will be shared 
by the whole city in the shape of in- 
creased public revenue, and the gratifi- 
cation of possessing a highway which 
will be a convenience to all, and a fac- 
tor in the more symmetrical growth and 
development of Atlanta. 

Let us have the bridge as soon as 
possible. Kverybody favors it, and its 
cost is not enough to be considered in 
comparison with the benefits which it 
will bring with it. Build the bridge 
this spring and summer and thus make 
a Greater Atlanta! 


What Shall We Do with Japan? 

Under our new treaty with Japan we 
may expect some wonderful surprises. 

The Japanese are building factories 
in every town, and they have just begun 
to realize the fact that the markets of 
the world are open to them. They are 
the brightest, most ingenious and skillful 
people on the face of the earth. They 
can imitate anything, and their inven- 
tion seems to have no limit. 

How are we going to compete with 
these people? They are now studying 
the American markets and manufactur- 
ing the goods most in demand here. Al- 
ready their rugs and matting are finding 
their way into nearly every American 
home. Whole villages in Japan make 
nothing but rugs, and one firm employs 
3,000 hands. Their, cotton factories 
now have 500,000 spindles and _ the 
number is rapidly increasing. Their 
ingenuity and artistic taste enable them 
to turn out cotton fabrics as pretty as 
silk, and we must either learn ‘their 
methods or give up competition with 
them, 

The Japanese make everything so 
wonderfully cheap. They sell us a rug 
for $2.23, and out of this sum about 
sixteen profits are made. A roll of 
good matting can be bought for $1 in 
Japan. The very best female opera- 
tives in the factories work for 10 or 20 
cents a day, and the finest male artisans 
only get 50 cents a day. No woman in 
Japan is too poor to afford a silk dress. 

The most beautiful books in the world 
are published in Japan, and the cost of 
printing, engraving and binding is only 
@ trifle. Wages are almost nothing, Dut 
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the Japanese can live well on what we 
would starve on. A workingman can fur- 
nish a cottage nicely for less than $10, 
and his rent need not be over 40 cents 
a month, In fact, it is said that a young 
couple can begin housekeeping very 
comfortably on $5.50, 

The prices quoted above are on a sil- 


ver basis, and if paid in gold would 


be cut down one-half. So, when we are 
told that the best male mechanics get 
only 50 cents a day and good clerks 
only 10 cents, we should bear in ming 
the fact that they can be employed for 
half that, if paid in gold. 

Now, what shall we do with these 
people? If they can live well on nothing 
and flood our country with all kinds of 
goods for a song, we might as well 
close every factory, mill, forge and 
shop in the land and all go to farming. 
How shall we be saved from this deluge 
of cheap goods? Our workmen cannot 
come down to wages at 5 cents a day 
and rent cottages at 20 cents a month 
in gold, or double those figures in silver. 
It will be said that we can raise our 
tariff and bar out these cheap goods, 
but that would be protection for protec- 
tion’s sake, and we cannot come to that 
without abandoning the om tic 
policy. a> 

We want cheap goods, but we do not 
want them too cheap. When they are 
too cheap they will knock our people out 
of employment, 

If all this is to befall us, the question 
again comes up, what shall we do with 
Japan?

Georgina. 

Editor Constitution: Severa) creameries 
for making butter have been organized in 
Georgia within the last few months. The 
director-of the experiment station receives, 
almost daily, letters of inquiry in regard to 
the cost of machinery, implements, build- 
ings, etc. To all of these prompt replies 
are given, The gtation is prepared to ad- 
vise farmers and others who are contem. 
plating the organization of creameries and 
charges nothing for the information. But 
there are agents of creamery. supplies 
abroad in the land whose purpose seems to 
be to sell expensive outfits and make large 
commission for their services. Of course 
the “laborer is worthy of his hire,” and 
these agents, who work up an interest in 
the matter and spend time and money in 
organizing creamery companies, should 
have a fair compensation. I wish to say, 
however, that there is no necessity in any 
locality, of putting in a plant that will cost 
for machinery implements and necessary 
buildings, ready to go to work, exceeding 
$2,500. This will include everything necessa- 
ry for making both butter and cheese. For 
butter alone the entire outfit and buildings 
need not to cost more than $2,000. I invite 
all persons who may be interested in the 
subject to write for information before sign- 
ing contracts. I have no interest in the 
matter except to encourage and promote 
such enterprises in every locality where 
they can be reasonably expected to suc- 
ceed, and to give such information and 
suggestions ag will save as much expense 
| as possible to those who invest their money

Heads of City Departments Tell the Fi- 
nance Committee What They Want.

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itizen would 7 Mayor King’s finance committee for the 
year 189% went to work yesterday afternoon 
in real earnest. 

Apart from listening to the appeals of 
the representatives of the various depart- 
ments and ascértaining that they could do 
nothing just yet, thre committee did nothing. 

Atlanta’s financial system is so arranged 
that the money expended every year must 
be kept within the receipts for that year. 
It so happens, too, that the actual receipts 
of the year cannot be ascertained certainly 
until the June meeting of the body and 
that all expenditures warranted by the 
council are based upon an estimate of what 
the receipts for the year will de. 

Growing cities like Atlanta rarely show 
in the amount of receipts, and 
committee at its 
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receipts (he previous year and calculat- 
ing on that as a basis, makes what are 
known as the approximate apportionments 
for the year. In doing the work the mem- 
bers of the finance committee usually make 
a modest estimate of an increase and after 
a careful study of the various departments 
seeking money, conclude that so many dol- 
lars, more or less. as the case may be, will 
be needed during the year just beginning 
than was used during the year just passed. 

It is through the finance committee that 
every dollar is allotted to the various de- 
partments of the government, and so it is 
that when that committee meets to make 
its first estimated apportionments for the 
year the heads of every department and 
ci mmittee of the city government are on 
hana, cail’ng tor recoguition amd money. 
Nine times out of ten the callers demand 
more money than was consunjed in \that 
department during the preceding year, and 
the members of the finance/ committee, 
without really knowing what/ amount ey 
will have to spend, are begged for mo 
money than is in sight. The new commit- 
tee, Mr. Inman, chairman, Messrs. Howell, 
Broyles, Nelms, Welch of the second, Bell 
and Miller, has just begun the work of dis- 
tributing the city’s money. 

Of all the committees Mayor King made, 
his finance committee is in all probability 
about the strongest. It is a committee 
which will carefully watch the money 
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city clerk and the reporis of that officer 
and others connected with the money of 
the city that during the year 188 about 
$2,000,000 or a little less than that, had been 
disposed of. It was on the supposition that 
the city would receive about the same this 
year from all sources that he and his fellow 
committeemen went to work. Mr. Inman, 
in the opening meeting, referred to the past 
year of stringency and asserted that At- 
lanta was about the only town in the coun. 
try which had not really suffered. He stat- 
ed to the committee that there would be 
many demands for extra money during the 
year, and declared that every department 
should be kept right down to the minimum. 
Mr. Inman declared that he did not antici- 
pate that the city would have any inore in- 
come thig year than it had last, unless that 
income came from new business vhich 
might spring up and pay a license tax 
vVhich the city did not receive last year. 

Of the committee, the only absentees were 
Mr. Broyles, the member of the aldermanic 
board from the third ward and Mr. Nelms, 
of the seventh. Mayor King was present to 
watch the course of eventg and the mem- 
bers of the board of health were present to 
push the claims of that department for 
more money* to be expended during the 
year. There were present also chairmen 
of several committees, who were in attend- 
ance for the same purpose. : 

“When I made the call for this meeting 
yesterday afternoon,” said Mr. Inman, call. 
ing the body to order, “I did it for the pur- 
pose of hearing from the various de- 
partments to see how much money they 
wanted for the year.. I presume that all 
know that the appropriations which will 
be made by this committee at the next reg- 
ular meeting of the council will be what 
are called approxiniate apportionments. We 
ali know that none of us know. what the 
receipts of the city for ’95 will be, so rone 
of us can tell how much we will have to 
spend. We must base our calculations on 
the receipts of last year. Mr. Clerk, what 
Were the receipts last year?” 

“Nearly $2,000,000 was received and dis- 
bursed during the year,’’ replied the clerk, 
“but there are yet many dollars of that 
money to be collected.’ 

“Well.” said Mr. Bell, the new member 
from the third, “this work is new to re as 
you all kncw. But we must all learn and 
the best way to learn is to jump in and get 
our lessons. I want to see that Alabama 
Street bridge built. There is a demand for 
it and the sooner we build it the better it 
Will be for all of us. But to build the 
bridge we must have money. Now, how 
am I to get that money?’ 

Chairman Inman and the other memntbers 
of the committee spoke for the bridge, too, 
and every one of them appeared to favor 
the construction of it at once, 

“Then, too,” said Mr. Bell, “as chair. 
man of that bridge committee, I want t¢ 
call your attention to the Broad street 
bridge and show you again what the city 
ergineer says about it. We must build a 
hew bridge there and I want to get at it 
at once if it can be @one.’’ 

The clerk made a m-:morandum of the 
amount Mr. Bell thought would be necessa- 
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day afternoon Mr. Inman found from the. 


| sy to work the Broad street bridge out and 


to start on the Alabama street etructure. 
This was filed away and with the other 
requests of the same kind will be figured 
on by Mr. Inman and the city comptroller 
and the city clerk between now and the 
next meeting of council, when something 
like an approximate apportionment sheet 
will be presented and upen which the coun- 
cil will work until the final apportionments 
are made in June. \ 

“I am here,” said Mr. Dodge, chairman 
of the committee on cemeteries, “and I 
Want an increase in the appropriation to 
that department next year. Last year we 
had $7,240.90 and thie year I Want a thou- 
send dollars more. That money is needed 
for the improvements in the prettiest cem- 
etery in the south and we must have it.” 

City Clerk Woodward made a note of the 
demand and this, too, was filed away. The 
committee on contested claims had for ex- 
penditures last year $234,480 and Mr. May- 
son, the new chairman of that committee, 
made a demand for the same amount and 
$5,000 more. When Mr. Woodward called 
the sanitary department on the list of calls 
the board of health and the chairman of 
the sanitary committee, Mr. Campbell, 
came up serencly. It was shown that the 
department had made way with $109,000 
in- round numbers last year and that the 
same amount with $10,000 was wanted for 
the present year. The department wants to 
add two mere: inspectors and wants more 
money for the crematory. 

“Last year,” said Dr. McRea, speaking 
for the board, “the appropriation wes en- 
tirely too small and this year we must have 
more. We were compelled to sell stock last 
year and to reduce the force in order to get 
on. One thing that is needed more than all 
othera is a milk inspector. No one knows 
how much bad or impure milk there 
is sold in Atlanta, and the sooner it is stop- 
ped the better ft will be for all.” 

“T for one of the committee,” said Mr. 
Inman, “and I think I speak for all of 
them, appreciate the situation in which éll 
of the departments are. They all want to 
make a good showing, and so do we on 
the finance committee. The truth of the 
situation is simply this. The city this 
year will find increased demands in every 
line, but I am extremely apprehensive 
about finding one more dollar than we 
found last year. That being the case, ave 
cannot give out one dollar more than we 
gave out last year, and the department 
which gets an increase over that granted 
last ycar must make a very strong show- 
ing before I will consent to give the re- 
quest,” 

The other members of the committee 
were of the’ same opinion, as was shown 
by what they said. 

Mr. Campbell insisted upon an increase 
for the sanitary, declaring that it would 
he needed during the exposition worse 
than ever. 

“But what department will we txke the 
money from?” asked Mr. Inman. 

“Let’s walk over some rough streets,” 
replied Mr. Campbell. 

“Now,"’ remarked Mr. Torbett, of the 
rcard of water commissioners who had 
been silent all through, “I would like to 
tell my tale of woe. The waterworks got 
away with $101,000 last year and this year 
we want $156,700.87. That sum will do what 
we want and take care of the exoosition, 
too. We must have three new filters at 
the works and this money must be found 
somewhere.’’ 

Mr. Kontz, treasurer of the exposition 
company, was on hand and supported Mr. 
Torbett’s request for the additional ap- 
propriation to the water department. He

The Careor of a Well-Known Young 
‘Business Wan Ended. 


DIES AFTER A ° LONG ILLNESS 


A Sketch of His Interesting Life—A Stew- 
ard in tbe Churoh—-The Funeral 
Tomorrow Morning. 


Yesterday morning at 7:45 o’clock Mr. 
William A. Gregg, one of the leading hard- 
ware merchants of the south, after a lin- 
gering iliness of several weeks, breathed 
his last at his home, No. 176 Capitol avenue, 
in this city. 

Surrounded by the members of the house- 
hol, and a few warm personal friends 
whose deep solicitude has been second 
only to that of the immediate home circle, 
the last hours of the patient invalid were 
rendered .as tranquil and easy as the skill 
of the best physicians could pessibly make 
them with the aid of gentle and tender 
nursing. 

The cause of Mr. Gregg’s death is due to 
@ complication of troubles. His malady 


seemed to involve his entire organism and 
the treatment prescribed by his physicians,

although it gave him temporary relief, re- 
sulted in no permanent improvement. He 
realized the situation and faced it with the 
calm, intrepid spirit that never failed to 
characterize him in his dealings with the 
business world. He retained his conscious- 
ness until the hour of dissolution and dis- 
cussed his affairs with as much complacen- 
cy as if he was merely taking a trip to some 
far-off country that would fully restore him 
to health and permit him to return again 
as soon as he had breathed in the fountain 
of youth. 

Mr. Grege’s health began to decline sev- 
eral months ago. He was not able to devote 
himself to hig business with that degree of 
application that had marked his cennection 
with the establishment, both as a clerk and 
as a member of the firm; and he plainly 
foresaw that it was necessary for him to 
take a much needed rest. This he did, but 
a change of atmoagphere and the mental 
diversion thus enjoyed for a few weeks 
failed to restore him to his usual strength 
or give him his customary cheerfulness and 
vigor. Last December a decided change took 
place in his condition. It became evident to 
his physician and the members of his house- 
hold that his sands of life were running 
low and that in a few more weeks his 
bright, unsuliied record would be forever 
closed on earth, 

During his iliness the members of the 
firm and all the clerks in the well known 
establishment of the Beck & Gregg Hard- 
ware Company were frequentiy at Mr. 
Grege’s bedside. They discussed business 
matters and topics of general interest and 
Mr. Gregg always seemed to enjoy these 
visits and. to look forward to them each 
day. His mind was perfectly clear and his 
judgment as safe and accurate as when 
he enjoyed his usual health and occupied his 
customary seat in the store. 

Two or three years ago the idea of hold- 
ing an annual’ banquet was suggested and 
Mr. Gregg became a strong advocate of the 
movements, which was then a decided inno- 
vation in the business world. The success ox 
the banquet clearly demonstrated its pro 
priety and the custom has since been 
adopted by other large houses in the city. 

At the last banquet held a few days before 
Christmas Mr. Gregg was unable to be 
present. On account of his condition there 
was @ movement to postpone the dinner, 
but Mr. Gregg at once vetoed it. He gave 
them to understand that he would be pres- 
ent in spirit and feeling, if not in person, 
and would enjoy the good cheer and fel- 
lowship as much as any member of the 
company. Thus urged the banquet was 
held, but it lacked much of the gayety that 
promised and every one felt depressed 
in @ measure on account of the absence and 
serious illness of Mr. Gregg. This feeling 
was strongly accentuated in the manner of 
Mr. Beck, who had been associated with 
him for more than twenty-five years and 
who entertained for him a favorite brother’s 
affection. 

In the death of Mr. Gregg Atlanta has 
lost a valued citizen and the cause of 
charity a warm and sympathetic friend. 
As a member of Trinity Methodist chfrch 
he held a position on the board of stewards 
and was devoted to his church and denomi- 
nation. He was a man of brave and liberal 
views and yet a man of deep convictions. 
He never courted the favor of the influential 
except in recognition of his own merit and 
never sacrificed principle for popularity. 
He was punctual in all his engagements 
and was never known to forget. a business 
appointment. His standard of honor was 
high and uncompromising and his integrity 
as a business man was above reproach. 

A Sketch of His Life. 

Mr. William A. Gregg was born in the 
state of South Carolina on the 4th of July, 
1848. His father’s name was Urban A. Gregg 
and the maiden name of his mother was 
Miss Matilda Arp. 

During the boyhood of Mr. Gregg his 
father moved to Jasper, Ala. Here he ob- 
tained his early schooling and received the 
greater part of his education. He next 
located in Memphis, Tenn., and from this 
place entered the confederate army. 

Shortly after the war he came to Atlanta 
and here, after searching about for work, 
he secured employment with Mr. F. M. 
Richardson in the stove business. For quite 
a while he clerked in the store immediately 
adjoining the one in which Mr. L. H. Beck 
was a clerk. In this way the two boys be- 
came acquainted and a mutual respect 
for each other's character soon developed 
into a firm friendship. In 1869 Mr. Gregg 
took the position of bookkeeper in the firm 
of Tommey &’Stewart, formerly occupied 
by Mr. Beck. Nine years later he and Mr. 
Gregg purchased the interest of Mr. Stewart 
and the style of the firm was changed to 
that of Tommey, Beck & Gregg. In 1880 the 
firm changed again to Beck, Gregg & Co., 
and in 1883 it was incorporated as the Beck 
& Gregg Hardware Company. Mr. Gregg 
was made the secretary and continued to 
hold that office until the time of his death. 

In 1877 Mr. Gregg was united in 
to Miss Lizsie Jones, the eldest daughter 
of Mr. Oliver H. Jones. Seven children 
sprung from this union, the eldest, William 
Oliver, dying at a very early age. Six chil- 
dren survive, three boys and three girls. 
These, together with his sorrowing wife, 
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with the cares of his business that he did 
not devote a large part of his time to reli- 
gion and charity. |

THE POPLE’S EDICT. 


He Refuses to Consent to Catholics 
Joining Certain Secret Orders. 

Father B&B. J. Keiley has received a letter 
from Bishop Becker, conveying the instruc- 
tions of his holiness, the pope, with refer- 
ence to certain secret organizations. 

The following is the correspondence re- 
ceived through the cardinal: 

“Most Reverend and [Illustrious Sir—Your 
excellency cannot fail te know that the 
archbishops set over the various ecclesias- 
tical provinces of the republic of the United 
States of America, have, in more than one 
of their assemblies, taken counsel with 
respect to three societies which have grown 
up in the aforesaid republic, namely, the 
the Knights of Pythias. And you must be 
Odd Fellows, the Sons of Temperance and 
also aware that the aforesaid archbishops 
unanimously decided that the whole ques- 
tion as to these societies should be submit- 
ted to the judgment of the apostolic see. His 
holiness, therefore, committ this question 
to eminent and most reverend cardinals of 
the holy Roman church and to the inquist- 
tors general. These, then, in general congre- 
gation, had on Wednesday, June 2, 18M, 
confirming a decision previously made as to 
the aforementioned societies, decreed that 
all the ordinaries throughout the United 
States must in every way strive to keep the 
faithful from becoming members of any of 
the said societies, and must not fail to ad- 
monish their people to that effect and that 
any thus admonished must be debarred 
from the sacraments should they fail to 
abandon or keep aloof from the same socie- 
tiles. This decree his holiness fully con- 
firmed and gave it complete effect. It is 
therefore, communicated to hg excellency 
that through you it may transmitted 
to all the archbishops, bishops and other 
ordinaries of the United States, and for the 
due custody of the souls of the faithful, 
may be by these ordinaries carried into ef- 
fect. In the meantime I beseech Almighty 
God to bestéw upon you all benefits and 
blessings. . (Cardinal) MONACO. 

“To the Illustrious and Most Réverend 
Francis Satolli, Delegate Apostolic.” 

The following is Mgr. Satolli’s communi- 
cation of the pope’s decision to Cardinal 


Gibbons: 

“Washington, D. C., December 4, 1894.— 
Your Eminence, Dlustrious and Most Rev- 
erend: By letter, transmitted to me on the 
20th of November last, through Cardinal 
Rampolia, his holiness urges that the de- 
cree of the holy office, sent to me by Car- 
dinal Monaco and herewith delivered to 
you, shall be made public. The sovereign 
pontiff, therefore, wills that the decree in 
question shall be communicated by the 
archbishops to the respective suffragans, 
and by them it may be promulgated. With 
all reverence and affection, I remain your 
eminence, iHustrious and reverend, your 
faithful servant in Christ. 

“FRANCIS (Archbishop) SATOLLI, 
“Apostolic Delegate. 

“Ts His Eminence, Illustrious and Most

BAKER'S BUNK 


At Police Headquarters Seems to Be a 
Yery Good One, 


BUT HE MAY HAVE TO GIVE IT UP 


The Charges Preferred Against Him Will 
Be Given a Close Investigation 
by the Committees. 


Captain Amos Baker, clerk to police court 
and defendant in a series of charges pre- 
ferred by Chief of Detectives Wright, is 
liable to be a prominent figure in Atlanta 
before many days. , 

The charges against Captain Baker and 
the papers which have been drawn from 
pigeon holes in the city clerk’s office when 
put together make a most interesting and 
entertaining story to those who are fond 
of sensational reading. 

The change by which Captain Baker suc- 
ceeded Ernest Looney as clerk of the 
recorder’s court, caused quite a bit of 
gossip at the time, and naturally stirred 
up the friends of young Looney. 

The appointive power was in the hands 
of Mr. Woodward, the city clerk, and no 
one thought of questioning his motives in 
making the change. Still, for a time, there 
were many conjectures by those on the 
outside as to why the change had been 
made. Some declared that it was a politi- 
cal deal and that Mr. Woodward was re- 
warding a political friend, but as the po- 
litical life of Mr. Woodward, by his own 
will, was at an end, no one took any 
stock in the story. Mr. Woodward had 
made up his mind to retire from politics, 
and had so announced, and, therefore, could 
not have had anything of that kind in 
mind when he gave the appointment to 
Captain Baker. 

Captain Baker’s advent to the chair be- 
side the chair oceupied by the judge of 
the police court, seems to have aroused the 
ire of some of the» members of the de- 
partment, and when the charges against 
the captain were made known, there were 
those who openly said that they had been 
expecting something of the kind. The 
same authority is responsible for the 
deciaration that the charges were made 
that Mr. Looney might again secure it, 
but, of course, this is mere rumor, as there 
is no reason to assert that Mr. Woodward 
would give the appointment to Mr. Looney 
even if the vacancy should occur in any 
way, by removal, death or resignation. 

The charges against Captain Baker have 
proven quite interesting to Mr. Woodward. 
Before the captain was appointed to the 
posttion Mr. Woodward made a thorough 
investigation of his record. It was shown 
that Captain Baker was once a mailing 
clerk in one of the newspapers of the city 
and that he left that position to open a 
beer saloon in the third ward. In order to 
get a license for that saloon the police 
committee had to investigate his charac- 
ter before recommending that the license 
be granted or refused. The investigation 
was made and the police committee is 
now on record in the city hal) as endorsing 
Amos Baker as a man of sufficient charar- 
ter to run a beer saloon in a residence 10- 
cality. Then along with that paper is one 
signed by the 
time concurring in the opinion of the com- 
mittee. A receipt of the city clerk for the 
license tax for the place is of file, too, and 
no where is there any record that any 
trouble ever occurred at his place until 
the pdlice committee finally declined to 
grant a renewal of the license, the declina- 
tion being recorded as based upon the fact 
that the place was in a residence locality. 
Amos Baker was a member of the Atlanta 
Zouaves. He entered the company as a 
private, was made color bearer, and was 
gradually promoted until he was given 
the captaincy of the company, a position 
requiring a close examination before the 
military board of the state. The Zouaves 
belong to the Fifth Regiment of Georgia 
infantry, of which Mr. Woodward is lieu- 
tenant colonel. ’ 

This record appeared sufficient to Mr. 
Woodward to warrant him in extending 
the appointment to @aptain Baker. 

So it was that Mr. Woodward was thun- 
derstruck’ when he found Captain Baker 
charged with being a running mate of 
thieves, thugs and cut throats. A charac- 
ter of that kind could never have received 
recognition from Mr. Woodward, and he 
went to work to ascertain if such could be 
the case. Then when Mr. Woodward ascer- 
tained that Captain Baker and Mr. Hall 
were close friends he recalled some papers 
filed away in his office, for it is very lit- 
tle Mr. Woodward does not remember. 
Those papers brought out not only an en- 
dorsement of Mr. Baker by the police de- 
partment, but the endorsement of Mr. Hall, 
who has been Captain Baker’s stanch 
friend in this fight. 

A few years ago Mr. Hall was running a 
saloon in the Nationa? hotel and Amos 
Baker was employed there. The police 
committee declined to grant Hall a renewal 
of license, and it was then that Hall went 
to the council with a petition to renew 
his license until he could dispose of the 
stock he had on hand. Just about that time, 
or just previous to that time, the city was 
infested with a gang known as the hobos, 
and the National hotel was the alleged 
point of rendezvous for them. The gang 
was one of the toughest the city had ever 
known, and it was almost impossible for 
the police department to cope with it. In 
fact, it was a long time at work before 
it could cope with the gang, and when at 
last the gang was broken up the police de- 
partment made a public acknowledgment 
that Mr. Hall, of the National hotel saloon, 
and his employes, were among the strong- 
est factors the department had in breaking 
up the gang. 

That acknowledgment was made over 
the signature of the chief of police, and 
came about in such @ way as to make it a 
matter of record. It seems that Mr. Hall 
was refused a license for his saloon, as 
has been stated, and in order to get the 
extension of time secured from the police 
and detective departments a letter to the 
council stating that the place was an or- 
derly one; and that it was the proprietor 
and his help which assisted the city officials 
in ridding the city of the hobos. That letter 
was given the approval of the police com- 
missioners and sent to the city council, and 
upon it the license which had been refused 
was granted. At that time Captain Baker 
was working in the billiard room connected 
with the saloon, and was known as an em- 
ploye of the place. : 

In the charges made against Captain 
Baker and Hall the papers make reference 
to both of them, just as though the papers 
now on file in the city clerk’s office had 
never been written. 

The members of the detective depart- 
ment, however, claim to have some start- 
ling information, which they will spread

tion they have, so far, declined to divulge.

BRITISH BOARD TRADE REPORT BULLISH 


It Is Also Disguatingly Dullon the Stock 
Exchange, with Scalpers Doing Most of 
the Trading— W heat Unchanged. 


New York, January 8—The trading at 
the stock exchange today was extremely 
limited, the total sales footing up only 
8,380 shares. The undertone of the market 
was firm, a belief prevailing that congress 
will take favorable action on the currency 
question. Whether this will be carried out 
or not remains to be seen, but it can be 
Stated without betraying confidence that 
usually well-informed people on financial 
matters are not looking for any legislation 
of importance from Washington in the im- 
mediate future.

It Was a Practically Unchanged Mar- 
ket in the Cereals. 

Chicago, January &.—All the strength of 
three hours in wheat was dissi- 
pated during the last thirty minutes of the 
session. Yesterday's weakness was dis- 
placed by a firmer feeling at the opening 
this morning, the improvement being more 
in the nature of a recovery than Dy reason 
of anything very encouraging in the news, 
although reports of buying in New York 
and strength in outside domestic markets 
had a favorable influence. Talk of a bear. 
ish report by The Prince Current, on 
Thursday, was the cause of the final 
break. May wheat opened at 58c, sold be- 
tween 58%@574@67i%ec, closing at S&c—un- 
changed trom yesterday. Cash wheat was 
steady. 

Corn—A brief period of weakness at the 
opening in corn, due to the reccipt of 5654 
cars, was followed by a much better feel- 
ing, the strength of wheat helping the 
price of the coarse grain. Scalpers did the 
most of the trading, showing themselves 
alert to take advantage of the varying 
changes in the more important market, 
Near the close an easy tone was noted, 
May corn opened from 47%s@47i4g to 47%, 
sold between 47% and 475s, closing at 474c— 
unchanged from yesterday. Cash corn was 
easy at about yesterday’s prices. 

A fractional decline was made at the 
opening in. oats, but the rallying power of 
wheat and corn extended to thas market 
and lifted prices a little, only to be suc- 
ceeded by weakness at the close. May 
closed a shade under yesterday. Yester- 
day’s prices were obtainable in cash o@tg 
the feeling, however, ruling easy. 

Provisions—A heavy run of hogs at the 
yards and the promise of big receipts for 
tomorrow contributed to weakness in the 
product at the start. A disinclination to 
sell short was noticeable, and with some 
demand, particularly for pork, a rather 
better feeling developed. A portion of the 
gain was lost at the close through specula- 
tive sympathy with grain. May pork 
closed 714c higher than yesterday, May lard 
24.@5c lower than that day, and May ribs 
unchanged.

The Flour Market. 

The markei for flour has been very dull 
again the past week, with the prices 
showing no perceptible change either for 
good or for bad. Spring patents have been 
neglected, with buyers and sellers apart, 
due to the fact that receiving houses have 
not been able to make concessions, owing 
to the stiff prices of cash wheat in the 
northwest, while buyers have persistently 
held off, demanding lower markets. Spring 
bakers’ have been neglected, there being 
almost no export inquiry to report. The 
trade in winter wheat flour has been little 
better recently for the medium grades, a 
fair inquiry showing for local account at 
fairly steady prices. low grades have 
been nominally steady. City flour has been 
quiet all the week. 


Grain Notes. 


In reference to the corn 
a prominent Chicago hoyse 
from the good crop of Illinois, Ohio and 
Indiana, the demand from New England 
has been supplied this year, while the 
wants of Baltimore end Philadelphia have 
largely been supplied by Maryland and 
southern corn. ‘Iinis fact made the demand 
on Chicago for eastef™m shipment unusually 
light, and made that’ market heavy with 
moderate receipts. In different points of 
the states west, in Iowa, Kansas and 
Nebraska, corn was selling for from 15 to 
% cents more than in lilinois, and was 
being shipped in from the states further 
east. 

The Modern Miller says that crop condi- 
tions in the southwest are not wholly 
favorable. Phenomenally dry weather in- 
terfered with the growth of the plant 
and the present status was far below an 
average. Reports of damage were more 
frequent, and with the continuation of 
present conditions would create a little 
alarm for the future. Millers, while not 
willing to confess an active business, are 
nq curtailing productions. 

A average yield of oats in Great Brit- 
ain the present year was 41.64 bushéls per 
acre, the largest yield of any recent year. 
The average yield in the United States 
for the ten years ended 1893 was 25.7, the 
highest yie ld being 28.9. The yield of 
barley per acre was 34.5, while the average 
yield in the United States was reported as 
only 22.3. The yield per acre of wheat was 
30.6, while the average yield in the United 
States ‘was reported at only 12.2. Judging 
from such returns, there is plenty of 
room for improvement in American agri- 
culture 

Theoretically, it fs estimated that the 
English stocks of wheat have decreased 
in the fifteen weeks ended December 15th 
4.096.000 busihels. The supply of English 
wheat in farmers’ hands available for 
consumption the balance of the season, is 
estimated at just a trifle short of 40,000,006 
bushels. Taking the estimated amount of 
wheat in farmers’ hands, the estimatea 
supplies at the principal points of accumu- 
lation, and the total afloat for the United 
Kingdom the stocks in sight are 78,504,000 
bushels, against 84,982,000 bushels last year 
and 95,496,000 bushels two years ago. The 
average price of California wheat this 
year is 15 cents a bushel less than two 
years ago, when the stocks were 17,000,000 
bushels. larger, and the average price of 
English wheat is 16% cents a bushel less. 

Flour output at Minneapolis for the week 
was the smallest on record of recent years 
—55,320 barrels. It was 81,445 barrels the 
week before, 141,475 barrels a year ago and 
103,000 barrelga two years ago. It is ex- 
pected the output this week will be about 
90,000 barrels. Duluth output was only 
1,750 barrels, against 4,000 the week before 
and 46,624 barrels last year. Milwaukee 
output 19,630 barrels, against 36,000 last 
week and 24,000°last year. 

The receipts at New York will until 
further notice be figured on the following 
basis: Wheat 650 bushels to the car, corn 
650 bushels, oats 1,050 bushels, barley 850 
bushels, malt 1,200 bushels, and peas 650 
bushels.

Wheat is low and from the quotation 
It gains friends 
as it declines, for as disheartened owners 
let go their holdings and give up the strug- 
gle their places are taken by recruits eager 
to wrestle with our vast visible supply, or 
Argentine competition. Thus it has been 
for six mgnths, and now holders .are asking 
if the turn has come? We believe that those 
who look for pronounced or permanent re- 
covery have only to buy wheat and hold it 
to lose money. Of course crop disaster in 
Europe would give us a bull movement, but 
of that there is no sign. Purchases should 
be made only when the market is weak for 
turns of a cent or two. In about a month 
Argentine will be exporting its new crop. 
Labor is cheap down there and growers will 
do just as they did a year ago—dump their 
wheat on the English market, regardless of 
price. This prospect, a visible supply in 
the United States and Canada of 127,000,000 
bushels and less than six months between 
it and another American harvest, are the 
obstacles to substantial improvement. 

The first week of 189% brought no relief to 
holders of wheat. There was very little 
chenge in prices, which dragged wearily, 
though rallying sharply at igie close on the 
covering of sports. As to the situation, it 
presents about the same features as for 
months. Nearly everybody who has not 
been frozen out by the continuous decline 
ig long of wheat. The basis of hope is the

low price. Few care to sell wheat in Chi- 
cago. short under 60 cents for May, Mr. 
Pardridge and a few constitutional bears, 
being, of course, exceptions. The result is 
that the short interest in the market is 
merely nominal. It would be much better 
for the brokers if the present deadlock were 
broken, even at the expense of prices. There 
would then be activity. At present there 
is only dry rot. Probably January will wit- 
ness a change for better or worse. The long 
interest in the market becomes more ex- 
hausted every day, what with the tiresome 
shrinkage in valueg and the steady con- 
sumption of margins by the fatal carrying 
charges. Unless there is decided improve- 
ment in the export demand, and that soon, 
disheartened holders will liquidate and still 
lower prices be recorded. ‘The following 
ccmpares last week’s receipts of grain at 
the west with those of the week before and 
the corresponding period a year ago:

It will be seen that there was a general 
decrease in the primary movement. in 
wheat this was due to small deliveries at 
winter wheat points and a falling off at 
Minneapolis and Duluth. Smaller receipts, 
however, had little effect on the market. 
The large visible supply was still the factor 
of depression, although Monday witnessed 
a reduction—due to the destruction of 
about half a million bushels at Toledo by 
fire. A more“favorable indication was Brad- 
street's statement showing a decrease dur- 
ing the week of nearly 2,500,000 bushels in 
the world’s visible supply. With the Ar- 
gentine shipping season at hand and the 
prospect of continued large exports from 
other countries than the United States, it 
it natural that the heavy stocks in this 
country should be a barrier to any material 
advance in prices. Exports for the week 
were quite liberal, though falling materially 
below the record of 1894. There was no de- 
cided revival in the foreign demand, Europe 
being still confident of its ability to fill re- 
quirements at low prices. 

Corn was irregular, strong at times, but 
receding towards the close, then rallying 
with wheat. There was a considerable de- 
crease in the movements at the west, but 
arrivals at Chicago were not small enough 
_to suit the bull, The crop M Illinojs last 
year was very good and the farmers have 
been selling it at good prices. The result 
is that receipts there have averaged about 
300 cars a day. It will take a lighter move- 
ment to sustain the market with so much 
wheat being fed to hogs instead of corn. 
Oats reflected liquidation by tired holders. 
They are too high for their surroundings, 
the most important bearish influence being 
the large visible supply. Provisions were 
weak early, but rallied towards the close on 
the covering of shorts. Packers continue 
to dwell upon the depression in cotton, 
which has so curtailed the buying power of 
the south.

Mr. Wilkins submitted 
a drawing showing the location of the va- 
rious mains and hydrants. 

Mr. Wilkins also submitted en estimate 
for the lighting of the grounds proper and 
the buildings. For the-grounds proper, us. 
ing 2,000 cand!e power arc lights and placing 
them 100 feet apart, 46 would be required. 

Inside the buildings the lights are to be 
aced fifty feet apart, giving cne and one- 
quarter candle power for every square foot 
of space, 236 will be required, One hundred 
and twenty-eight are lights would be re- 
quired for lighting the terraces, where the 
amusements will be located. To illluminate 
the cornices of buildings, the edge of the 
lake so as to give @ fine electrical effect, 
10,7 lights, sixteen candle power each, 
would be required. This will necessitate 
for the arc lights 644 horse-power, for the 
incandescents 1,070 horse-power, allowing 25 
per cent for contingencies, the estimate of 
horse-p>wer actually usel being 2,166, Lut 
recommended the building of a 5,000 horse- 
power plant, so as to give an ample safety. 
“ght hundred and twenty-nine arc lights 
and 16,700 incandescents will therefore be 
required. Mr. Wilkins recommended that 
the furnishing of the 128 are lights for the 
terraces be let as a concession. 

Oorn for Western Sufferers. 

Director Neal submitted a request from 
Governor Northen that the exposition sub.

POSTAL CLERK’S PAY. 
An Important Bill that Is Now Pend- 
ing in Congress 


An important bill that is now pending 
in congress is one that affects the postal 
clerks, and its passage is being strongly 
urged by this fraternity. 

The. bill provides a plan by which the 
experience and ability of each postal clerk 
will be recognized and the compensation 
that is paid him by the government meas- 
ured accordingly. 

The present system is defective in many 
ways and offers no encouragement to the 
postal clerks. It places all on an egual 
footing, without regard to merit or length 
of service, and the operation of the plan 
is harmful alike to the government and to 
the clerks. Two clerks working side by 
side in the same office and doing the same 
work. frequently* get different pay, one of

them receiving twice as much as the other, 
who is perhaps the best rk of the two, 
One clerk performs.a higher grade of work 
than another, and yet receives smaller com- 
pensation. The clerk's salary, as poor as 


it is, is not assured to him by the govern- 


ment from year to year and the division of 
salaries seems to be regulated by a kind 
of lottery. 

The following is the change that is con- 
templated in the bill that Is now pending: 
“The employes of each postoffice, except 
these hereinbefore named, shall be divided 
by the postmaster, subject to the approval 
of the postmaster general, into two classes, 
to be known as first-class clerks and sec- 
ond-class clerks. Fifty per cent of the 
number shall be designated as first-class 
and 5@ per cent as second-class clerks. 
First-class cierks shall be divided into five 
classes as follows: 

“One-fifth ‘hall receive $1,400 per 
one-fifth e#ehall receive $7,300 per 
one-fifth shall receive $1,200 per annum, 
one-fifth shall receive $1,100 per annum, 
and one-fifth shall receive $1,000 per annum. 

‘Second-class clerks shall hereafter enter 
the service at $600 per annum and shal re- 
ceive an annual increase of $100 until the 
maximum salary shall amount to $800 per 
annum. All appointments to the service 
shall be made to the grade of second-class 
clerks and no appointment to the first-class 
grade shall be made except by promotion 
from the second-class grade, such promo- 
tions to be governed by length of time in 
the service. No clerk shall receive a less 
salary after the passage of this act than 
he was receiving prior thereto. No clerk 
shall be reduced from a higher to a lower 
grade after his assignment thereto unless 
unable to perform the duties connected 
with such higher grade.” 

A number of other provisions are made 
in the bill, but this. section is the one in 
which the postal clerks are most deeply in- 
terested. If the bill becomes a law it 
will no @oubt result in a great improve- 
ment in the postoffice departments all over 
the country.

“The American Pomological Society was 
organized in 1818," said President Berck- 
mars, yesterday, “and has had but two 
presidents.

Another Lowell Mill to Build in the 
South. 
From The Boston Journal of Commerce. 
We stated a few weeks ago in these col- 
umns that representatives of the Whittier 
cotton mills, of Lowell, were in the south, 
looking around for a favorable site in which 
to locate a plant to be run in connection 
with their Lowell mills. They examined 
sites in many localities in the states most 
favorable to cotton manufacturing and 
came to the conclusion that northern Geor- 
zia and Alabama offered, on the whole, the 
best facilities in the way of cotton, labor, 
coal and freight. The directors have three 
or tour promising sites in those regions un- 
der consideration. They have decided to in- 
crease their present capital stock, which is 
$75,000, and to enlarge the facilities by build- 
ing mills in one of the tsates named. The 
company manufactures twines, banding, 
varns, roping, fire hose, cord, etc. When the 
new mill is erected it is proposed to make 
all the yarns used by the company in the 
south and have them shipped north to its 
Lowell mills, which is to entirely devoted 
to the many special finishing processes used 
by the company. The business offices will 
remain in ell, and all sales made as 
now direct from the northern mills, which 
will continue to be the headquarters of the 
company.

House of an Old Negro Women. 


“THEIR PRESENCE THERE A MYSTERY. 


The Old Woman Tells e Story Which Is 
Not Believed—Will Be Oarried to 
tho Home for the Friendless. . 


Two beautiful children, happy, smiling 
and contented, in care of a vicious looking 
negro women who kept them imprisoned in 
a dilapidated cabin, came under the ob- 
servation of an officer yesterday as he 
paced his beat down a little alley that juts 
off from Marietta street. 

Where they came from the old woman 
would not tell. Her only explanation was 
that a white woman left them in her charge. 
The children, a bright little girl two years 
old and a baby boy eighteen months of age 
could not, of course, give any information 
regarding their former whereabouts, but 
their appearance suggested affluent paren- 
tage 

Who were these parents? Did they oc- 
cupy homes of wealth and in order to hide 
little tots 
eff in that squalid place? 

Perhaps the old negro woman had kid- 
naped them. Were they children born in 
Atianta or were they brought here, by 
whom and for what’? 

These were the thoughts that flashed 
through thé mind of the officer as he opened 
the door:-and. gazed in upon the infants, 
who, regardless of their miserable surround- 
ings, looked cheerful and contented lis 
inguiries as to where they came from were 
resuitless, and he reported his find to Chief 
Connolly. 

Several days ago there was a rumor start- 
ed about the neighborhood that two white 
children ‘had been seen in the old house 
and this reached Officer Harris. With Ser- 
geant Bradley Slaughter he visited the place 
yesterday and found the report to be cor- 
rect. The children were there but who they 
were and where they came from could not be 
determined. They were nicely dressed and 
to all appearances the old woman had taken 
good care of them. Both babes seemed at- 
tuched to her and she gave evidence of hav- 
ing more than ordinary interest in them and 
of grief and rage when the 
officers informed her that it would be im- 
possible for them to allow the. children to 
remain longer with her. 

“*You haven't got any right to take them 
away from me,” she cried. “She told me to 
keep them an’ that’s what I’m a-doin’ and 
you can't have them.”

An amendment ot the original petition of 
H. RR, Powers et. al. against the B. M. 
White Furniture Company, which involved 
a receivership, throws light on the manipu- 
lations of furniture dealers when furniture 
is sold on the installment plan. 

Tae amendment states that the greater 
portion of the assets cf the firm consists 
of installment notes and contracts. That 
they are small amounts payable weekly 
and monthly, and most of them under 
one dollar. That the furniture so sold was 
priced in the notes and contracts at an 
amount largely in excess of its cost value, 
as for instance a suit of furniture worth 
$25 would be sold for from $50 to $75. 

An order was signed by Judge Lumpkin 
ordering the sale of the notes at public 
outcry to the highest bidder.

STRANGE WORK OF HIGHWAY ROBBERS

“Well, sir, I'll withdraw it, but Mr. Finn 
is mistaken.”’
